Germany Has Communist Revolt 
Resembling in Some Phases 
Affair of Year Ago. 

MEAT ST RIKE COM PROMISED 

Foreign and Domestic Pressure for 
League of Nations — More Elastic 
Rulings on Volstead Law — 
Trouble Over Vote in Upper 
Silesia — Soviet Russia 
Wishes to Trade 
in U. S.

March madness agulu seized Ger- 
many u few duys more than one year 
ufter the troubles instigated by Doctor 
Kapp and General von Luettwitz in 
1920. Although the Kupp-Luettwltz 
affair speedily was suppressed It was 
followed by communist uprisings simi- 
lar to the ones now taking place. Last 
year it sturted with a monarchist 
tinge. This time the movement ap- 
pears to be almost entirely commu- 
nistic, flnunced, it is charged, by Rus- 
sian gold. 

Industrial districts of middle Ger- 
many contain- the center of the dis- 
turbances which threaten the great 
ammonia, potash, unthruclte and cop- 
per works. Involved ure the Impor- 
tant cities, Dresden, Leipzig, Frei- 
burg, Plnuen, Halle, Munstield, Eis- 
Icben and a number of smaller places. 
Outside these areas the large shipping 
city of Hamburg has been the scene 
of violent occurrences. 

Dynamite has been used extensively 
by the revolutionaries and various 
town halls and other public buildings 
have been damaged. In several cases 
prisons were stormed and their in- 
mates liberated. Ranks have been 
blown up in a few places and their 
safes raided. Some armories and am- 
munition stores have also fallen into 
the hands of the communists. Fight- 
ing behind barricades and the use ot 
barb wire entanglements have been 
features. 

Although the loss of life has been 
considerable hotli among the govern- 
ment forces and the mutineers, while 
the latter have gained control of Ira- 
|s>rtnnt areas and violence, robbery 
and virtual anarchy prevail in many 
places, the trouble so far does not ap- 
pear to equal that of Inst year. The 
fact that It is confined mostly to Prus- 
sian Saxony, the center of radicalism 
in Germany, does not Indicate that It 
will not spread. 

As u result of the Washington con- 
ference, und us uuticlputed, the pack- 
ing industry strike resulted in u com- 
promise. Representatives of the work- 
ers ugreed to accept the wuge reduc- 
tions while the puckers ugreed to re- 
tain the eight-hour workday with over- 
time rutes us fixed by a previous ar- 
bitration, und to extend the wartime 
arbitration agreement for six mouths— 
until Sept. 15. This puts off prospects 
of a strike for at leust six months un- 
less the workers by general consent 
repudiate the action of their repre- 
sentatives. Meanwhile the principal 
packers state they will g o ubead with 
their plans to democratize the plants, 
institute shop councils, etc., in an ex- 
l>erlment against future strife. 

The question of American participa- 
tion iu tlie League of Nations cou- 
tluues to bob up. Notwithstanding 
the pre-election platform of tlie Re- 
publican party, Mr. Hurding’s cam- 
paign and inauguration utterances, and 
the result of tlie election itself, hav- 
ing put a supposedly definite quietus 
on tlie matter, strong Influences from 
foreign natious und economic forces 
at home ure being exerted toward 
securing American entry into some 
tort of covenant ; possibly a modifica- 
tion of tlie one adopted at I'uris. 

Former Premier Viviaul of Franco 
«mi Stephen Luuzunne. a representa- 


tive Parisian Journalist, visitors to this 
country, during the next three weeks 
will be in conference with President 
Harding, Secretary of State Hughes, 
other cabinet members and a number 
of senators and representatives. Tlie 
great question agitating Washing- 
ton Is the extent to which their In- 
fluence will prevail In formulating the 
pence program which the President 
shall submit to the coming extra ses- 
sion of congress. 

Domestic economic considerations 
are Involved in the fnct that n return 
to normal conditions requires a mar- 
ket for American products abroad, a 
stabilizing of exchange rutes and the 
establishing of a more settled state of 
affairs in Europe. Influences are not 
lacking, both inside 'and outside the 
administration, to point out that these 
things cannot be achieved without the 
strong support of tlie United States, 
acting in a league or some sort of de- 
finite agreement with other countries. 

A big straw in the strong wind of 
foreign Influence is seen in a recent 
decision of Great Britain to bring a 
speedy termination to the Mesopo- 
tamian problem by admitting the 
United Stutes into full rights with na- 
tionals of the League of Nations in 
exploiting the oil resources of the 
Asiatic country. Such conditions and 
Influences confront the President und 
tlie new congress, and the question is 
being freely propounded If, under the 
circumstances, the administration can 
afford to definitely turn down some 
form of a league. 

New York has taken a straightfor- 
ward method of deuling with the rent 
problem by releasing from tuxntion 
for ten years homes upon which con- 
struction shull begin before April 1, 
11122. This strikes at the heart of the 
question in that it is u virtual guar- 
antee against construction losses. If 
proiierty comes down in price as u re- 
sult of lower muterinl and labor costs, 
the owner of a home will have com- 
pensation in the form of tnx elimina- 
tion. Tlie maximum tax exemption is 
.$5,000, which restricts the benefit to 
tlie type of home sought by people of 
small means. Already a boom In home 
building is reported. The legislatures 
of Illinois and several other states are 
struggling with the rent problem. 

One of those popular elections which 
do not decide and speedily become un- 
popular, muy be suid to character- 
ize tlie plebiscite iu Upper Silesia. 
Germany received a heavy mujority of 
tlie total vote, but it cume from the 
larger towns und centers of popula- 
tion. Polish strength was manifested 
principally iu the villages und among 
agricultural groups, und the conten- 
tion lias arisen as to whether the re- 
turns shall be interpreted by the whole 
majority or by villuge und group units. 
Vurlous factors contributed to the Ger- 
man majority, the principal among 
them being that mllitury service is no 
longer compulsory in Germuuy, where- 
us Polish citizens must Berve two 
years; German factory und mine own- 
ers tlireutened to close their works if 
Poland won the plebiscite, so niuny 
Polisii employees voted In favor of 
Germuny through feur of losing their 
Jobs ; the Berlin government vaguely 
promised to share the big landed es- 
tates In Upper Silesia among the small 
lund owners and Germany promised 
umnesty to all political offenders. Al- 
ready there has been violence in the 
disputed territory and although the 
Interallied commission which super- 
vised the voting will have to decide 
the questions arising from it, any de- 
cision can hardly create a permanent 
settlement. 

Enforcement of prohibition under 
the Volstead law has been broadened 
by recent rulings, whacked in several 
pluces by court actions and Is threat- 
ened in its entire validity by a new 
suit before the Supreme court at 
Washington. The most important oc- 
; currence up to tills time, was the elev- 
enth hour ruling of former Attorney 
Generul Palmer that beer and wine 
may he dis|tensed on physicians’ pre- 
scriptions the same as whisky, but the 
amount jieriultted. especially beer, is 
much greater. Several federal pro- 
hibition directors huve expressed them- 
selves to the effect that this action 
along with the evident intention of 


the prohibition department to mnke 
tlie rules affecting prescriptions in 
general more elastic, will in a short 
time destroy the effect of the Volstead 
act. Some have gone so far as to 
predict that It will not be long until 
beer and wine nre dispensed by the 
glass nt soda fountains. The same 
authorities also predict thnt while the 
result Will he a temporary success for 
the liquor forces it will end in national 
reversion to prohibition of a drastic 
sort. 

Several judicial decisions have re- 
cently been entered against senrch and 
seizure of intoxicants in private homes 
and temporary places of residence. 
Tlie Supreme court suit which attneks 
the vulldlty of the prohibition amend- 
ment Is based on the section which 
makes it inoperative unless ratified 
within seven years. It is the conten- 
tion thnt tlie section violates nrtlcle 5 
of the Constitution which gives con- 
gress no power to Impose a limit on 
ratification "or to otherwise attempt 
to control what the legislatures of the 
states shall do in their deliberations.” 
The provision attacked wns offered by 
former Senator Harding when the pro- 
hibition amendment was being pro- 
posed in the senate. He Is quoted as 
having stated at the time (Aug. 1, 
1917) thut he offered the provlslou in 
order to speed action on the amend- 
ment and pluce a limit on the time 
vurlous states could keep it pending. 

The American Legion Is stirred up 
over the conviction and sentencing to 
terms in German Jails of Sergeants 
Carl Neaf and Fred Zimmer, members 
of the American forces on tlie Rhine, 
who attempted to apprehend Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, convicted Ameri- 
can slacker. Neaf wus sentenced to 
15 months’ imprisonment und Zimmer 
six. The national legislative commit- 
tee ofgtlie Legion has addressed a let- 
ter to tlie socretury of wur requesting 
thut the United States government 
take steps to procure from Germany 
tlie return of Bergdoll to this country 
and the release of the sergeants. Tlie 
letter Is quite severe In its terms und 
among other tilings stutes thut "the 
Bergdoll case us It now stunds is a 
disgrace to the government and a cruel 
and undeserved insult to the 5,000,000 
men who served America in tlie World 


MaJ. Gen. Leonnrd Wood hns been 
selected by President Harding for a 
mission to the Philippines which, 
while not directly administrative, 
nevertheless partakes In some respects 
of the character of his important so- 
journ in Cuba immediately ufter the 
Spunlsh-Auierlcan wur. At that time 
General Wood not only governed the 
country, but made an investigation of 
its principal problems and wus large- 
ly Instrumental in establishing condi- 
tions which made self-government pos- 
sible. He is scheduled to leave for 
the Philippines April 5, accompanied 
by W. Cameron Forbes, former gover- 
nor general of the Islands, and several 
military advisors. In appointing Gen- 
eral Wood, President Harding has 
signified an Intedtion to obtain a de- 
tailed. unprejudiced report of condi- 
tions in order to execute the Jones act 
providing that American sovereignty 
6hall be withdrawn when a stable 
government in which the nutlves are 
largely participating shall have been 
established. It is significant of the 
potential authority vested In General 
Wood that pending his investigation 
and report no governor general of the 
Islands will be appointed. 

Red Russia Is now at peace with 
most of ber neighbors and rupldly 
concluding trade agreements. A strong 
appeul bas been made to President 
Harding for a resumption of trade 
with Russia. For the first time tlie 
soviet government has officially dis- 
avowed any intention of Interfering 
iu American internal affuirs, thus 
backing down from the manifesto of 
the Third Internationale which pro- 
posed to overthrow by force, if neces- 
sary, the governments of the United 
States and other nations und subatl* 
] tute rule of the proletariat. Opponents 
| iu America of a resumption of trade 
| point to the assertion once made by 
Lenin thut the soviet government 
would not hesitate to repudiate prou» 
Ues made to gain Immediate end*.

SEEMED FUNNY TO PERUVIAN 

South American Unabla to Understand 
Why Republicans Did Not Soli# 
the White House. 

One day a Peruvian friend came to 
me In great excitement, waving a 
newspaper. 

“Senor,” he cried, "there la a 
revolution In the United States.” 

"What do you mean?" 

He allowed me tlie paper. It con- 
tained a brief account of the Repub- 
lican convention In Chicago, In which 
Senator Lodge said several uncompli- 
mentary tilings about President Wil- 
son. 

“You see," explained the Peruvian, 
"the President's enemies openly at- 
tack him. Is tlie army disloyal? Why 
do they not suppress tlie demonstra- 
tion?” 

I explained to him thnt In the 
United Stntes It Is any citizen's prlvl-* 
lege to abuse the Chief Executive to 
his heart's content, that no effort Is 
mnde either by the army or by the 
President himself to check such dem- 
onstrations, and that the Republican 
party would wait patiently until 
Mnrch 4 Instead of descending In a 
body upon the White House and 
forcibly ejecting Mr. Wilson. 

He smiled In polite Incredulity. 
“What funny people I" he laughed. 

His own President had gained office 
by the more simple expedient of first 
winning the good-will of the army, 
then walking Into the official palace 
to hand the former Incumbent a ticket 
on the first steamer out of town.— 
Leslie’s. 

AIR GLIDERS IN COMPETITION 

Remarkable Speed Attained at Reoant 
Meeting In the Rhone Dletrlet 
of Qormany. 

A German gliding and soaring com- | 
petition was recently held In the 
Rhone district by the League of Ger- 
man Model Aircraft and Gliding Clubs. 
The meeting was marred by an unfor- 
tunate accident, resulting in the death 
of the well-known pilot. Von Loessel. 
This was due to breaking In the air 
at the elevator of his gilder. A number 
of monoplanes and biplanes were en- 
tered, reports the Scientific American, 
some of very novel design. Many of 
the entries had comfortable seats and 
landing gear as distinguished from 
the old-time gliders in which the bper- 
ator’s legs swung from below the 
planes, ready to take up the strain of 
hard landing, often at the price of 
serious Injuries. The longest distance 
covered by the gliders was 1,830 me- 
ters, with a duration of 142.5 seconds. 
That record was made by Klemperer, 
with a height of 330 meters. The ap- 
parent gliding angle of Klemperer’s 
flight was one In thirty-one. 


More Than Two Years En Route. 

In June, 1918, some Canadian sol- 
diers, crossing the Atlantic to Join the 
forces in Europe, threw overboard In 
mid-ocean a sealed bottle with a note 
inside to the effect that they were on 
their way to the war and asking the 
finder of the bottle to forward the note 
to the Toronto Sunday World. The 
bottle has Just been washed ashore at 
SL Ives In Cornwall and the request 
been carried out What would be In- 
teresting to know would be where the 
bottle has been during the last two 
years and a half, and what Is the drift 
that brings so much flotsam and Jet- 
sam Into the harbor of the little fishing 
town on the Atlantic. There' are many 
theories, one of which credits the Gulf 
stream with a memory for the old 
smuggling days and an Intention, In 
the case of the Canadians’ bottle, to 
show awareness of these good new 
days which find fresh uses for things 
of unlovely repute. 


Ideal Lighting. 

According to an illuminating engi- 
neer, what Is wanted today In home 
Illumination is the sort of good light- 
ing that 1 b found on the shady side of 
a tree on a sunny afternoon. Substi- 
tute for the sun a new 100-watt lamp, 
for the sky the creamy celling of a 
living room and for the tree an opales- 
cent disk or bowl from the celling you 
now get a soft radiance which floods the 
entire room as though it were opened 
to the sky; from the diffusing disk 
you get a generous addition of light 
directly beneath having the quality of 
filtered sunlight. You have approxi- 
mated tlie charming effect of mellow 
radiance that was apparent under the 
tree.

A recent Instance In which 
a pine tree of this curious formation, 
discovered through the agency of a 
lightning stroke, Is reported by W. M. 
Kern, of New York city. The bolt, In 
lta downward course, circled the trunk 
seven times, leaving a spiral channel 
In which a man’s arm could be laid, 
and disclosing the fact that the grain 
of the wood followed the same helical 
lines, though the bark and limbs ap- 
peared normal. — Popular Mechanics 
Magazine.

ANOTHER CARBURETOR ADDED 


No Difficulty Has Besn Experienced 

With New System, and Greater * 
Mileage Has Been Obtained— - 
Fuel Cost la Rsduead. 

Those who have attempted the use 
of kerosene as fuel In automobile en- 
gines are aware of the Impossibility of 
starting on this fuel, and the neces- 
sity of providing gasoline for use until 
the engine worms up. To provide a 
convenient and rsllable means of do- 
ing this, an addltlceial carburetor, and a 
small auxiliary container for gasoline 
were fitted to a delivery car, and have 
given good results. 

Briefly, the Installation and opera- 
tion of the system are as follows : An- 
other carburetor, aimllar to the one on 
the car, was obtained. The lhtake 
manifold was removed, and was faced 
oft at Its dividing point to take the 
carburetor flange. At tire enter of 
the face thus made an inlet hole was 
drilled to match the carburetor orifice, 
and at either side two bolt holes were 
tapped to correspond with the holes in 
the carburetor flange. At one end of 
the main fuel tank, a flat, gusollne res- 
ervoir, with a capacity of one gallon, 
was placed, as the container for the 
gasoline supply. It was connected to 
the extra carburetor installed on the 
side of the Intake manifold. 

The main tank, fuel pipe, and carbu- 
retor control on the steering column 
remained unchanged. The control for 
the additional carburetor was mounted 
on the dash ; and consisted of a direct 
rod connection to the throttle and a 
friction control lever. The adjusting 
•crews on the throttle valves of both 
carburetors were set so as to have

LOCK COTTER PIN IN PUCE 

Net Necessary to Bend Ink Over 
Flat Against Bolt ar Rod- 
Just Prevent Slipping. 

After having slipped the cotter pin 
Into place do not bend the ends over 
flat against the holt or rod. It Isn't 
neeessnry to do this, because the cot- 
ter will lock Just as securely If the 
ends are sprend Just enough to pre- 
vent slipping out. 

When the ends are bent considera- 
bly. It Is harder to straighten them 
sufficiently for later removal of the 
pin, and further, the ends are very apt 
to break olT when the part Is In serv- 
ice, with the very probable result 
that the Ill-treated Cotter will slip out. 
Thus, Instead of excessive end bend- 
ing being an effective locking means, 
It Is In renllty no lock at all.

these valves closed entirely when the 
operating levers ure moved to the off 
position. To tstnrt the engine, the 
st**ering-post control I. closed and the 
(lash control lever la opened. After 
starting, the engine 'Is allowed to warm 
up for Jeverul minutes, and the steer- 
ing post control Is then opened slightly 
to allow the mulu carburetor and Inlet 
pipe to beat up. When the pipe bus 
reached Its operating temperature of 
140 degrees or over, the gasoline carbu- 
retor Is shut off entirely, und the steer- 
ing-post control to the kerosene carbu- 
retor used. 

The only attention required is at the 
sturt; once the snglne bus reached its 
operating temperature, the steering- 
post control is used entirely. No dif- 
ficulties have been experienced with 
system, and better mileuge per gallon 
has been obtained with kerosene than 
with gasoline. The only noticeable 
difference was that the motor dues not 
throttle quite as low U3 with gusollne, 
end when pulling heavily through sund 
or mud with open throttle, some slight 
tendency to skip wus observable. One- 
half the fuel cost Is suved, and this 
Item easily offsets the difference lu 
running and the cost of Installing the 
system. 

Modern carburetors, designed for the 
heavier grades of fuel, will work on 
kerosene more successfully than the 
other types. — By G. A. Luers in Pop- 
ular Mechanics Magazine.

Ono-Tblrd Ex-Service Boy* In Institu- 
tion* Are Members of th« 

Gnat Organisation. 

One-third of the ex-service men who 
are confined In hospitals In thirty-two 
states are mem- 
bers of the Amer- 
ican Legion, ac- 
cording to Gerald 
J. Murphy, direc- 
tor of the Legion’s 
service division, 
who bases his re- 
port on figures 
compiled In a na- 
tional census of 
disabled men ta- 
ken by the Le- 
gion. 

“With one-third 
of the disabled 
veterans enrolled In the Legion, ngnlnsc 
one-fifth of the other eligible ex-serv- 
ice men, It Is shown that the disabled 
man realizes the results the Legion has 
obtained in its campaign for Justice for 
the sick and wounded of the World 
war", Mr. Murphy declared. "The dis- 
abled man has not joined the Legion 
for the selfish purpose of obtaining his 
own compensation, for the Legion serv- 
ice is extended to veterans, regardless 
of Legion membership. 

"Although the principal effort of the 
Legion Is to aid the sick and wounded 
veteran, nntlonal and state legislation, 
Americanism work and many other 
projects beneficial to all ex-service 
men are being accomplished by the or- 
ganization. These movements are ex- 
pected to result In n greater percent- 
age of Legion members among those 
who left the service without physical 
handicaps."

TO HOLD PRO-GERMAN MEETS 

8elsions Alleged for Purpose of Pro- 

testing Against Negro Troope In 
French Army of Occupation. 

Pro-German meetings planned for 
the near future in a nunilier of cit- 
ies in the East and Middle West will 
be closely watched by the American 
Legion, according to national head- 
quarters of the ex-service men’s or- 
ganization. The series of meetings. 
It Is understood, will be held for the 
purpose of protesting against the re- 
ported presence of negro colonial 
troops in the French army of occu- 
pation, despite the fact that the treop* 
in question were withdrawn many 
months ago. 

Cities in which the meetings are 
scheduled are Milwaukee, Omaha, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Louisville, 
Chicago, Cleveland and New’ York. It 
is understood that Dr. Edmund von 
Mach, who was rebuffed at Washing- 
ton, D. C., in an effort to enlist the 
aid of F. W. Galbraith, Jr., Legion na- 
tional commander, in the project, and 
George Sylvester Vlerick, notorious 
Boche magazine editor, are among the 
hyphenated Americans who are spon- 
soring the movement 

A bulletin from Legion national 
headquarters, warning state head- 
quarters to watch for an attempt to 
revive German propaganda and to cre- 
ate sentiment in America hostile to 
the allies, has been sent out, and 
steps have been taken by national ofll- 
clals to influence the Department of 
Justice to prohibit the meetings. 

“A recurrence of German propa- 
ganda activity in this country Is some- 
thing the Legion has been watching 
for for some time," said Lemuel 
Bolles, national adjutant of the Le- 
gion. “I feel that the greatest check 
to a movement of this kind will come 
from citizens of Teutonic extraction, 
of whose loyalty and sincerity there 
cun be no doubt Loyal Americans 
should know of the sinister efforts to 
turn sentiment in favor of the nation 
with which technically we are still at 
war." 

NAVY HEAD SENDS GREETINGS 

Joaephua Daniels, Retiring Secretary, 
Expresses Appreciation for Part 
in World War. 

A message of greeting and apprecia- 
tion to the members of the American 
Legion was written by Josephus Dan- 
iels, former secretary of the navy, Just 
previous to his retirement from office. 

The message follows: 

"Upon my retirement as the direct- 
ing head of the navy, which place I 
was privileged to hold during the 
World war, I wish to send a word of 
greeting and appreciation to all who 
belong to the American Legion and ail 
who served their country in the army 
and navy during those crucial days. 
It was a privilege I shall regard as 
the most sacred in my life to have 
been their comrade In those great 
days. They truly saved the civilisa- 
tion of the world by their spirit and 
tbelr valor. In the days that are to 
come the world depends upon them 
for saving it from the perils of peace. 
I have profound faith that they will 
not be wanting in the new call upon 
them for the same courage and wis- 
dom In peace which they manifest rl 
la war 


LEGION MEN HIT BY RULING 

National Judge Advocate Decide* Or. 
ganitatlon Officer Inelljtble If 
Holding Public Office. 

A decision of farnpnchlng Impot* 
tnnee as affecting the participation In 
politics of men holding office In the 
American Legion lias Just been (land- 
ed down by Robert A. Adams, na- 
tional Judge advocate of the Legion, In 
response to an Inquiry from the Inter- 
Post Council of Los Angeles, Cal. 

At Its annual election held In De- 
cember a I/>s Angeles post elected 
Channlng Follette ns commander for 
1921. A short time afterwnrds Fol- 
lette was appointed Justice of the 
peace by the board of siqiervlsora of 
I,os Angeles county. 

The question arose whether, In view 
of the fnct that Follette had been ap- 
pointed to an office which, In Its na- 
ture, except In the matter of filling 
vacancies, la an elective, salaried pub- 
lic office, he was eligible to serve as 
an officer of the Legion. 

In his official ruling, the natlonnl 
Judge advocate says: 

"This being a salaried, elective pub- 
lic office, It Is my opinion that the 
method of filling a vacancy is not es- 
sential In determining the eligibility 
of a Legion a I re holding such office. 
The office Is elective, nlthough the case 
with which we deal Is that of an ap- 
pointment. 

"The purpose of the constitutional 
provision Is. of course, to prevent, so 
far ns possible, the use by a member 
of the Legion of his I-egion member- 
ship In furthering a political career. 
Consequently, the effect of an ap- 
pointment la In no wise dissimilar 
from an election, and It ts my opinion 
that the Incumbent Is, by the accept- 
ance of his office, rendered ineligible 
for the office of the American Legion " 

It Is believed that mnny Legion 
members, appointed to political offices 
will be affected by this ruling.

Business conditions 
are given by officers as the reason 
for the shutdown, which affects 400 
employes. 

Prank Kos, Whitinsville, Mass., is 
a landlord with a heart, in the opin- 
ion of his tenants, who received a 
shock after they had paid their rent 
when he handed them back 15 per 
cent., saying as their wages had been 
reduced they should have a reduc- 
tion in their rent. 

Prank Kufta of Worcester, Maes., 
used his baby as a “blind” to con- 
ceal whiskey, according to testimony 
Introduced by police officers when 
Kufta was arraigned 'before United 
States Commissioner Oh as. B. Rugg, 
charged with Illegal possession of 
liquor under the Volstead act.

High heels tripped up 696 of 600 girt 
students of the Boston university col- 
lege of secretarial science in the race 
for “simple life” chevrons lost month. 
The awards were made for strict con- 
formity to the rules evolved by the 
university physical directors. Candy 
Bating between meals and elevated 
tootwear were barred. 

John Burley of Hinestourg, a veteran 
of the civil war, observed his 90th 
birthday anniversary recently and by 
way of showing his good physical 
condition, stood on his head three 
times. Mr. Burley is in remarkable 
condition. He spends practically all 
of his time out of doors, and has done 
a good deal of trapping this winter. 

In spite of the protests of manu- 
facturing Interests In Massachusetts, 
the committe on social welfare has 
voted in favor of a bill extending the 
compulsory school a^e from 14 to 16 
years. As a corollary the same com- 
mitttee will pnoliably submit an 
amendment extending the continua- 
tion school age from 16 to 18 years. 

Maine paid for domestic animals 
destroyed by dogs and wild animals 
during the past two years $76,192, ac- 
cording to the State Treasurer. The 
amount paid for poultry alone was 
$17,488. Sheep and lamb constitute 
the largest item, costing $29,404 in 
1919 and $26,572 to 1920. The killing 
of ducks cost $275 in 1919 and $172 
to 1920.

Fruits and Vegetables 

Apples, onions, potatoes and spinach 
were lower, catibagp and lettuce higher, 
and other Important lines about steady. 

New York State Baldwin apples de- 
clined about 50c n barrel under heavy 
receipts to $B.en-$5.Bo and Ren Davis to 
$4.00-14.50. Maine No. 1 Baldwins and 
Spies from common storage sold $4.00- 
$ 6 . 00 . 

Asparagus was more plentiful and 
lower. California stork closing at *6.00- 
$9.00 per crate nnd South Carolina at 
$4.00-$$. 00. Texas Flat Dutch cabbagt 
was scarce In the middle of the week 
and advanced to $4 50 a barrel, hut de- 
clined agnln to a closing price of $4.00. 

California and Oregon cauliflower was 
still plentiful and cheap at *1.00-*2.00 
per crate, according to condition. Florida 
celery was practically unchanged at 
$2.B0-$2.75 per crate. 

Florida oranges and grapefruit con- 
tinued to sell at moderate prices, bring- 
ing mostly *3.00-$4.00 a box for fair qual- 
ity fruit, with fanr\v Tndlnn River grape- 
fruit selling ns high ns $5.00. 

Connecticut Valley onions were abun- 
dnnt nnd very chenp, selling 50e-75c per 
100 pound bng. Shippers are endeavor- 
ing to clean up the crop before new onions 
from Texas begin to arrive, which will 
be soon after April 1. 

Aroostook County potatoes were 10c 
lower at $1.25-$1.40 per 100 pound bag. 
Native grown Green Hubbard squash was 
In good demand at 8e-9>4o per pound. 
Norfolk spinach was 75c lower at 12.00- 
$2.75 per barrel. 

Dairy and Poultry Product* 

No two of the products have shown 
similar tendencies this week, but all re- 
flect the general unsettled condition of 
the market. Butter has advanced slightly, 
but Is closing easier, cheese has made a 
general decline, poultry has held about 
steady, while eggs have reacted nervously 
with supply and demand, but show weak- 
ness at the close. 

Fresh butter has been short of trade 
needs, and the consumption of top grades 
Is evidently heavier, os dealers report a 
general Increase In sales of frosh goods 
and have been able to beenre lc-2c more 
than last week. Arrivals from Denmark 
have been heavy, but people seem to like 
the fine quality, light salted and colored 
butter from that country, and many are 
taking this In preference to the domestic 
product. Top grades of fresh 90c-92c 
score are now bringing 45c-47c and stor- 
age 40c-4Sc. 

Fresh poultry has not been plentiful, 
but demand has been normal and no 
marked change has been noted In prlceB. 
Fresh roasting chickens are selling well 
at 44c-50c, fine large fowl at 40c-43c and 
smaller sixes at 35c up. Frozen birds 
have had some call, but are not moving 
as well a* expected. Live poultry has 
been wanted beyond the available supply 
for the holiday, nnd has sold up sharply. 
Fine large fowl have ranged 40c-43c, 
with a few chickens around 35c. 

Maple Products 

Quite liberal supplies of both new and 
last year's syrup and sugar have arrived 
this week, and with high prices and very 
light demand, dealers have found trade 
slow. Small two ounce cakes of new 
sugar have ranged 32c-35c. bricks went 
around 28c, and palls and tubs from 18c 
up per pound. New syrup has had a 
limited demand at $2.00-12.25 per gallon 
with the last year’s and dark colored 
around *1.50. Expected supplies are not 
heavy, but demand la very alack. 


Daylight Saving in the New England 
8tates 

The signing of the new Daylight 
Savintg bill by Gov. Cox Betties that 
much-discussed question for another 
year at least in Massachusetts. Some 
idea of the general situation in the 
New England States, In regard to 
this question', may be gathered from 
the following table: 
MASSACHUSETTS — Has daylight 
saving by statute for entire State, 
to begin April 24, on Sunday, at 
2 a. m., to continue for five months, 
ending at 2 a. m. Sunday morning. 
Sept. 25. 

MAINE— Hae no daylight saving by 
law, but will this year In many 
cities follow action of last Sum- 
mer, when cities adopted the 
time schedule as a local ordinance. 
■ NEW HAMPSHIRE — Not only has 
Mo daylight saving, but has passed 
a law penalizing any concern, In- 
dividual, corporation or other group 
which does not retain Eastern 
standard time. 

VERMONT — Has law against day- 
light saving ae in New Hampshire. 
RHODE ISLAND— Hns no State law 
for daylight saving as a State, but 
will this year follow the action of 
last year, making the adoption of 
daylight saving a matter of local 
option. 

CONNECTICUT— Han passed an antd- 
daylight saving ordinance, which 
forbids the adoption of daylight 
saving. This ordinance does not 
forbid the adoption of daylight- 
saving time, however, and at Hart- 
ford the forces favoring daylight 
saving are planning to push for the 
adoption of daylight-saving time, as 
a means of securing the same re- 
sults as In Massachusetts. 


Raymond S. Fanning of Chattanoo- 
ga, Term., has been awarded the Cool- 
idge debating prize of $100, awarded 
to the beet debater at Harvard, baaed 
on the preliminary arguments In the 
preparation tor the triangular com- 
petition against Tale end Princeton. 

An order which provided that the 
excise tax rate on railroads to Maine 
should not exceed four percent of 
gross transportation receipts during 
1922 and 1923 was Indefinitely post- 
poned in the House of Representa- 
tives. The order was understood to 
have emanated from the committee 
of five appointed by Gov. Baxter to 
consider the railroad situation with 
similar committees from the other 
New England states. 

The town of Peterborough leys 
claim to the distinction of having 
the oldest office-holder In point of 
service In New Hampshire, and per- 
haps in the Union. John H. Steele, 
its genial town clerk, has held office 
51 years. In March, 1971, he was elec- 
ted town clerk, and has been re- 
elected every successive year. Dur- 
ing his more than half a century In 
the position he has missed but one 
meeting, owing to sickness.

COVERING OVER KITCHEN FLOOR 

WILL REDUCE SCRUBBING WORK 



Unfinished Floors Require Much 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Whnt Is the best mnterinl for the 
kitchen floor, the most practical finish, 
nnd the most satisfactory covering nre 
questions much discussed. All hotisc- 
wives ngree, however, that the unfin- 
ished wooden floor Is hard to clean, 
and painting, oiling or covering It with 
some washable material saves much 
labor, say specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. An 
unfinished wood floor requires fre- 
quent scrubbings, which no matter how 
thorough, cannot remove spots and 
stains from some kinds of wood and 
cause the surface of others to silver 
and become rough. 

Maple Widely Used. 

Maple Is one of the woods most used 
for kitchen floors. It Is smooth nnd 
very durable, nnd when oiled Is proof 
against grease and water stain. Long- 
Ic-af Georgia pine nnd Dougins fir or 
red spruce nre other desirable kinds, 
and may be painted or oiled. Any kind 
of wooden flooring iould be well sea- 
soned before It Is lnld to lessen the 
shrinking nnd swelling due to changes 
In temperature nnd atmospheric con- 
ditions. Any cracks lp the floor should 
be filled with putty, or better, with 
one of the special preparations for the 
purpose. 

There are a variety of concrete and 
so-called “composition” floor materials 
now on the mnrket which nre adver- 
tised for kitchens. They nre often easy 
to clean nnd do not absorb grease nnd 
water when new. Some of them, how- 
ever, tend to crack and chip with wenr, 
and then. nre difficult to keep In order. 
Some are also rather hard and fa- 
tiguing to stand on, though this draw- 
back can be overcome somewhat by 
using mats of rubber, cork or some re- 


Work to Keep In Good Condition. 

sllient mnterinl. The speclnl paints 
now on the mnrket make concrete 
floors easier to care for, less dusty, and 
more durable. 

Linoleum Is a very satisfactory cov- 
ering for the kitchen floor. It Is rela- 
tively durable, comfortable for the 
feet, nnd easy to clean. It Is manu- 
factured In a variety of colors, de- 
signs nnd qualities; the better grades 
will lie found most economical In the 
long run. Varnishing or waxing lino- 
leum Is said to protect the surface 
and makes It wenr longer. 

Floor oilcloth Is cheap and enslly 
cleaned, but wears out quickly. Floor 
coverings, such ns carpets and mat- 
tings, which hold dust nnd dirt, are un- 
sulted to the kitchen, says a revised 
edition of Farmers’ Bulletin No. 007, 
“The Farm Kitchen ns a Workshop," 
Issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Constant Scrubbing Injurious. 

Whntever the material of the kitch- 
en floor, or the covering used on It, 
constnnt scrubbing nnd the excessive 
use of soap nnd wnter will Injure the 
surfneo. Care should be taken, there- 
fore, not to drop food on the floor. 
Spreading paper where food Is likely 
to be dropped or grease to be spat- 
tered will save lnlmr in the end. A 
soft brush or dust mop will keep a 
floor In better condition than a broom, 
nnd make mopping less frequently 
necessary. A dish mop of hotel plze. 
kept In a convenient place and used 
to remove drops of wnter or other 
liquids accidentally spilled, will save 
frequent scrubbing of the entire floor, 
and when dampened nnd wrung nearly 
dry can be used to remove spots or 
dost. If so used It will often prevent 
dirt from being carried from one part 
of the room to nnother. 


EXCELLENT RECIPES 
FOR VARIOUS ROLLS 

Vegetable Combinations to Serve 
in Place of Meat 

Beane, Cowpeas, Lentils or Peae, With 
Different Kinds of Cheese and 
Bread Crumbs to Thicken 
Are Recommended. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

By combining legumes, either beans 
of various kinds, cowpeas, lentils, or 
peas, with cheese of various kinds, und 
adding bread crumbs to thicken the 
mixture, a large variety of rolls may 
be made. Beans are usually mashed, 
but peas or small lima beans muy be 
combined whole with broad crumbs 
and grated cheese, and enough of the 
liquor in which the vegetables have 
been cooked may be added to give the 
right consistency. Homemade cottage 
cheese, or ordinary American cheese 
may be used. The following recipes 
are recommended by United States 
Department of Agriculture food spe- 
cialists : 

Boston Roast. 

1 pound can kidney beans or equivalent 
quantity of cooked beana 
V4 pound grated cheese. 

Bread crumbs. 

Balt. 

Mash the beans or put them through 
a meat grinder. Add the cheese and 
aufficlent breed crumbs to make the 
mixture stiff enough to be formed into 
a roll. Bake In a moderate oven, bast- 
ing occasionally with butter and water. 
Serve with tomato sauce. This dish 
may be flavored with onions, chopped 
and cooked In butter and wafer. 

Pimento and Cheese Roast 

t cupfuls cooked lima beana. 

It pound cream cheeae, commercial or 
home-made. 

I canned pimentos, chopped. 

Bread crumbs. 

Put the first three Ingredients 
through a meat chopper. Mix thor- 
oughly and add broad crumbs until it 
Is stiff enough to form Into a roll. 
Brown In the oven, basting occasion- 
ally with butter and water. 

Nut and Cheese Roast 

1 cupful grated cheese. 

1 cupful bread crumb*. 

1 cupful chopped i&ngll*h walnuts. 

2 lableapoonful* chopped onion. 

1 tablespoonful butter. 

Juice half a lemon, 
halt aiui pepper. 

Cook the onion in the butter end a 
little water until it la tender. Mix 
the other ingredients and moisten with 
water, using the water In which the 
onion has been cooked. Pour Into a 
shullew baking dish and brown In the 
even. 


HANDY CURTAIN STRETCHERS 


Devices Soon Pay for Themselves In 
8aving Worker's Time and Wear 
and Tear on Curtaine. 

Curtain stretchers do not cost much, 
aad soon pay for themselves In sav- 
ing the worker’s time nnd wear anil 
tear on the curtains. Also, most kinds 
of curtains hang better If stretched 
Into shape rather than ironed. In buy- 
ing curtuln stretchers it is worth while 
to pay a little more for a good, rigid 
kind thnt can also he used for dry- 
ing blankets. Blankets dried on a 
stretcher keep their shape. 

The pins In n curtain stretcher may 
be movable so as to fit all the scal- 
lops of n curtain, but stationary pins 
are more satisfactory nnd substantial. 
Instead of having pins on the stretch- 
er, many housewives wrap up the 
frame with heavy ticking or tape and 
pin the curtains or blankets to their 
pieces. Some frames nre Med togeth- 
er at the corners with strips of tape 
or muslin, hut clamps cost very little 
and are much more convenient.

Moat Desirable for Production of Fon 
tile Egga Intended to Be Uoed 
In Incubator. 


EARLY BIRDS IN CABINET 


(Prepared by the United State* Depart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Hazards which sometimes accom- 
puny the Incubation of eggs are large- 
ly avoidable. Fertile eggs from vigor- 
ous breeding stock are necessary in 
order to obtain good hatches. 

Free range for the breeders Is most 
desirable for the production of fertile 
eggs with vigorous germs, but all eggs 
pi-educed from such hens should not 
be used for Incubation. Eggs that are 
abnormally small and poorly shaped or 
those having thin or very poor shells 
should be eliminated. Dirty eggs or 
those badly soiled should not be used. 
If It Is found, necessary to set slightly 
soiled eggs tlily may be clenned by 
rubbing lightly with a damp cloth, care 
being taken not to rub off any more 
of the natural bloom than Is neces- 
sary. 

it Is never advlsnble to use for 
hatching eggs that are more than two 
weeks old. In freezing weather eggs 
should be collected two or three times 
a day so as to prevent their being 
chilled. Neither a hen nor an lucubn- 
tor will hatch strong chicks from eggs 
containing weak germs or from those 
which have not received proper cure. 

In preparing the nest for the sitting 
hen, put from three to four Inches 
of dam)) earth or a piece of grass sod 
in the bottom of the nest before the 
nesting material is put in to provide 
moisture. When the hen becomes 
bloody, and before she Is transferred 
to the nest for sitting, she should be 
dusted with Insect powder or sodium 
lluoride. In doing tills hold the hen 
by the feet with the head down, work- 
ing the powder well into the feathers. 
This should be repeated about the 
eighteenth day of Incubation so as to 
be sure that there are no lice present 
when the chicks are hatched. 

The hen should be moved at night 
fiom the regular laying nest Into the 
nest where she Is to be set. The lat- 
ter nest should be In some out-of-tlie- 
way place where the lien will not be 
disturbed. In order to make sure that 
tiie hen will continue to stay in the 
new nest, she should he started with 
one or two china nest eggs. If, at

“The Department of State has re- 
quested the Navy department to send 
warships to both the Atlantic and the 
Pacific sides of the boundary line be- 
tween the republics of Panama and 
Costa Rica to protect American lives 
and property In the event It Is found 
that the local authorities are unable 
to afford the necessary protection.”

The salt I 
tang of the sea voyage is not yet out | 
of bis nostrils. Peace, good will, und 
commerce were tiie motives of his mis- 
sion. and vet here Panama und Costa 
lticu ure ut each other’s throuts. 

In this day of the uttempt to get 
the world to settle down ufter the 
biggest war it ever witnessed, it is 
known to be ratlier disturbing to the 
equanimity of the incoming adminis- 
tration to have two repubik-s, for 
whose good conduct this republic has 
i s.-uuied responsibility in the eyes of 
tiie world, tackling each other in a 
finger-nail match. It is nothing more 
than u scratching match, but it has in 
it the possibilities of a real light.

Provide Comfortable Quarters for 
Poultry Flock. 

Hie end of the second day when tha 
hen should be permitted to leuve her 
nest for llood and water, she returns 
in u short time, the nest eggs may be 
replaced with the eggs that are to be 
incubated. 

Throughout the period of incubation 
the eggs and nests should be kept 
clean. Sometimes it will bo necessary 
to change the nesting material. Eggs 
should he tested twice during the in- 
cubation period, preferably on the sev- 
enth and fourteenth days, and ull in- 
fertile eggs ami those with dead germs 
should be removed. When the eggs 
begin to hutch, tiie lien should be con- 
fined ;uul not disturbed until the hutch- 
ing is complete. If she becomes rest- 
less remove tiie chicks us they ure 
hutched und keep them in a warm 
place until tiie hatch Is complete, when 
all should be returned to the mother 
iten.

From Mash Composed of Meat 
Scrap and Cornmeal. 


The highest egg production In poul- 
try-feeding tests conducted by tits 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture were obtained from u pen receiv- 
ing a mush composed of four pounds 
bran, four pounds middlings, 26 
pounds meat scrap, and (W pounds 
cornmeal. 

Tills ration bus been one of the 
best mashes, giving consistent high 
production over a period of several 
years, und is not distinctly different 
from the mush used in tiie wheatlesf 
ration, which lias ulso given very good 
production.

act length for the material for enclos- 
ing the end cells.

CHANCE FOR WEYMOUTH 

Does any American city or town of 
between 20,000 and 30,000 population 
need help in raising its children? If 
so, the National Child Health Council, | 
sc it announced recently, is willing to 
aid to the extent of $200,000.

Tihe town, the chief health council 
has decided, should be located In a 
county of between 50,000 and 60,000 
population, with the aren outside oi i 
tli6 city agricultural. The citv itself 
should have a normal percentage of 
, Us .population engaged in manufactur- 
ing. 

The committee which will recom- 
mend the town to be chosen for the 
experiment is headed by Dr. Richard 
'A. Bolt of Baltimore. General Director 
of the American Child Hygiene Assoei- 
i ation.

TERCENTENARY 

It will be a busy and active summer 
for all South Shore towns. Already 
I Plymouth is planning to celebrate this 
! summer the Tercentenary of the Land- 
| ing of the Pilgrims with old-fashioned 
New England hospitality in an atmos- 
phere in which will be set parades, 
pageants, a Naval review and a Pres- 
idential reception. With this an- 
nouncement its committee on the cel- 
ebration came before the townsfolk 
at the annual town meeting at the 
State Armory today and asked for

The /program for the summer-long 
observances has been well advanced, 
with the high spot set for Aug. 1, 
when President Harding Is to be the 
guest and the Atlantic Fleet will rids 
in Massachusetts Bay, off the Ply- 
mouth shore.

The celebration budget provides

be provided to the extent oi $8003, 
banners and other features of dress- 
up for tho occasion will cost several 
thousand more.

Former Emperor Charles Makes 
an Attempt to Regain the 
Throne of Hungary. 

“LITTLE ENTENTE” SAYS NO 


Communist Revolt In Germany Not 

Yet Subdued — Defeat of Greeks 
by Kemalista Reported — Pres- 
ident Harding Moves for 
Solution of Railway 
Problem. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

“Tired of exile and deprivnlion,” 
Charles, former emperor of Austria- 
Hungary, made n dramatic attempt 
last week to regain the throne of 
Hungary. Influenced by reports that 
the Hungarians were eager for Ills re- 
turn, he slipped across the border 
from Switzerland, disguised ns a Ty- 
rolean tourist and' accompanied by 
four friends, and for a day was con- 
cealed by Bishop Mikes at Stelnamnn- 
ger. There Premier Teleky was sum- 
led ami tried in vain to persuade 
firmer monarch that his hopes 
9 ,not to he realized. Charles per- 
il In his adventure, so Teleky ac- 
companied him to Budapest, where Ad- 
miral Horthy, the regent, had an In- 
terview with him. Charles decorated 
the admiral and tried to cajole him 
Into turning over the government to 
him, but Horthy declared be would 
offer nrmed resistance to any attempt 
to overturn the present regime, and. 
with tears In his eyes, the ex-ruler left 
the palace, saying: “Farewell for- 
ever." 

Returning to Slelnamanger, Charles 
mis placed under strict military super- 
vision and Bishop Mikes was arrest- 
ed, charged with being the head of the 
movement to restore Charles to the 
throne. The Spanish minister at Vien- 
na stated that Charles was under 
Spanish proteetlon and asked the gov- 
ernment for a pass to enable the ex- 
ruler to cross Austrian territory. 

Three days later It was reported in 
Paris ami Vienna that Charles had 
proelaimed military dictatorship at 
Stelnamanger with himself as Its 
chief and that General Lehar was 
realty to support him with 10.000 
troops. 

This development brought about 
prompt action by the “little entente.” 
Czeeho-Slovakia, Jugo slavia and ltou- 
manin. whose troops were placed in 
strategic positions on the Hungarian 
frontiers. President Mnsnryk sent an 
ultltnutuin to the Hungarian govern- 
ment. saying that the restoration of 
the Ilnbshurgs would bo regarded as a 
casvis beUl by Czeeho-Slovakia. 

The Hungarian charge d'affaires In 
Vienna notified the Austrian govern- 
ment that Charles would return to 
Switzerland. At this writing It ap- 
pears that the attempted coup Is a dud. 

Early In the week It looked as 
Though the government forces In Ger- 
many had succeeded In quelling the 
great communist revolt, which was 
centered In Prussian Saxony. The 
“green" troops, armed with machine 
guns. captured the big I-euna nitro- 
gen plant in Halle, together with 
many prisoner* and vast stores of 
inns and ammunition. Hnd In other 
places they scored Important suc- 
cesses. Then the revolt flamed out 
afresh, net only In Saxony, but also 
In parts of the regions occupied by the 
silled troops. The Amertcun and Bel- 
gian occupational forces were espe- 
cially Involved but both quickly 
gained control of the situation. In 
Westphalia and In Welssenfels^ Sax- 
ony. there was severe fighting and the 
communists suffered considerable 
losses. The attempt of the Reds to 
tring or a general strike apparently 
was a failure, however. 

The en'lre situation In Germany Is 
-ether clouded and reports emanating 
frcoi German sources are not reliable, 
rtiere Is little doubt that Berlin bas 
been exaggerating the danger of gen- 
eral revolt and the seriousness of the 
•tattles” with the Red* la order t# 


accentuate its need of retaining the 
civil military forces whose disband- 
ment .s demanded by the allies. 

For the second time the German gov- 
ernmmt has filed with the League of 
Nations a formal protest against the 
occupation of additional territory by 
the allies; nnd the officials of the al- 
lied nations are proceeding with their 
plans to exact further penalties If 
Germany persists In Its refusal to pay 
12,000,000,000 gold marks by the first 
of May. There Is no evidence that the 
Germnns will pay, nnd some of the 
allies, especially tfie French! arc con- 
vinced their former foes are actually 
preparing for a new war. Marshal 
Fnyolle Is quoted as saying the Ger- 
mans nre making cannon and machine 
guns, nnd especially nre forwarding a 
huge aviation program, nnd that in the 
next conflict London and Faris will 
be deluged with bombs from supposed- 
ly “commercial" nirplnnes. He Is 
convinced that unless the allies take 
firm action nt once, Germany will 
never carry out the Versailles treaty. 

The vigorous Greek offensive against 
the Turkish nationalists in Asiu Minor 
progressed merrily until Eskishehr was 
reached. At this railway junction, 
where the Greeks were defeated some 
months ago, disaster again overtook 
them, according to dispatches from 
Constantinople, and after a day-long 
battle they were forced to retreat 
after losipg many In killed nnd cap- 
tured. The report of the Greek defeat 
may he exaggerated, for It emanates 
from Kemnlist sources. 

Greek successes in Asia Minor nre 
not pleasing to any hut the Greeks, 
and possibly the British, and even 
the “regular" Turkish government at 
Constantinople protested to the allies 
against the Greek offensive. Italy es- 
pecially Is sore, nnd relations between 
Athens nnd Rome were strained when 
Greece announced a blockade of Asiu 
Minor and accused the Italians of 
smuggling war munitions to Kama! 
Pasha. The French fear that proposed 
occupation by the Greeks of the Dar- 
danelles will Insure Rritisli control of 
that Important waterway, nnd Itnu- 
manla has entered formal nnd hitter 
protest against the composition of the 
commission controlling the Darda- 
nelles. insisting upon equal voting pow- 
er with the Greeks and the Turks. 
Bulgaria will not overlook any chance 
to regain Thrace from the Greeks, hut 
the latter hope to obtain the support 
of the Serbs In any conflict over that 
territory by helping them In Albania 
und Macedonia. Thus, according to 
world diplomats, war clouds are once 
more appearing over the Balkans. 

There was one little gleam of the 
sun of pence through the murk of the 
Irish situation last week. Sir Wil- 
liam Gotdding of Dublin, a prominent 
railway man. and three southern Irish 
unionists, conferred wltn Cardinal 
Logue, primate of Ireland, at Dundalk, 
with the object of securing the open- 
ing of negotiations between the Irish 
republican parliament and the British 
government. Meanwhile there is no 
cessation of the struggle between 
the Sinn Felners and the British 
police und soldiers In the island, 
.every day bringing Its stories of at- 
tacks. usually with bombs, in the aux- 
iliaries and of the reprisals of the lat- 
ter. 

The commission of the volunteer 
committee of one hundred which has 
been conducting in this country an in- 
quiry into the Irish question has made 
Its report. Admitting that it labored 
“under the disadvantage of lucking 
the official British side of the case.” 
the commission declares that “the 
Imperial British army In Ireland has 
been guilty of proved excesses, not in- 
comparable In degree and kind with 
those alleged by the Bryce report on 
Belgium atrocities, to have been com- 
mitted by tiie Imperial German army.” 

The report says the Irish people have 
had the protection of neither British 
nor international law and that they 
have been systematically subjected to 
a “terror” which, however, has failed 
to re-establish Imperial British civil 
government and to suppress the Irish 
republic. The published summary of 
the report does not show that the Irish 
are blamed for anything except the 
secret execution of apiea. traitors end 
eoemtee of the Irish republic who were 
condemned la ex parte hearings. 


Reno Vlvlanl, France’s special en- 
voy to the United States, has been re- 
ceived by President Harding, despite 
the ridiculous protests of the Friends 
of Irish Freedom, and In conversa- 
tions with the Chief Executive, Secre- 
tary Hughes and other administration 
leaders began his task of discovering 
on what terms the United States will 
Join the allied nations In restoring 
pence to the world. He is here, he 
insists, only to listen and report, and 
not to make uny suggestions on be- 
hnlf of France. For definite answers 
to his questions he must whit until 
President Harding takes up interna- 
tional yuestloHS with his cabinet nnd 
with leaders in congress. 

Discussion of one of the administra- 
tion's most serious problems — that of 
the railways — was taken up In earnest 
last week, and though to the lay mind 
it seems almost insnlvnble, the ex- 
perts In such matters believe It will 
he solved by the Interstate commerce 
commission nnd the railroad labor 
board working in closer conjunction 
than had been contemplated when the 
latter was created. Senator Cummins 
nnd Representative Mondell assert the 
machinery under the transportation 
net is adequate in the situation and 
that no further legislation will be 
needed. It is the position of the Pres- 
ident and Ills advisers that the gov- 
ernment should do all It can to facil- 
itate the return of the railroads to 
former conditions, nndr.lt is fdmitted 
that both high freight rittes anid high 
wages must he reduced. ) Present 
rates are undoubtedly retarding great- 
ly the movement of commodities, es- 
pecially farm products, and the roads 
suffer in revenue accordingly. Of 
course the railway unions are oppos- 
ing any reduction in wages, asserting 
this would be unnecessary were it not 
for willful extravagance on the part 
of the railroad managements. The 
senate committee on interstate com- 
merce plans an investigation that shall 
establish the truth or falsity of the 
charges made by organized labor. 

As had been expected, President 
Harding appointed Col. Jay J. Morrow 
governor of the Canal Zone. He also 
named Cnpt. S. E. W. Kittelle of the 
navy governor of the Virgin islands; 
Hubert Work, president of the Amer- 
ican Medfcal association, first assist- 
ant postmaster general ; Charles II. 
Burke of South Dukota, commissioner 
of Indian affairs; George Carter of 
Iowa, public printer, and Thomas 
Robertson of Maryland, commissioner 
of patents. A public tusk for Gen. 
Charles G. Dawes of Chicago has been 
found by the President, who has ap- 
pointed him chairman of a commis- 
sion of eleven to investigate the prob- 
lems of soldiers' relief and to formu- 
late a definite policy and program. The 
other members of the commission are 
all well known and competent men 
and women. 

With the most impressive rites of 
the Roman Catholic church and in the 
presence of the greatest assemblage 
of church dignitaries ever seen in this 
country, the remains of James Card- 
inal Gibbons were luid to rest Thurs- 
day In the crypt of the Cathedral of 
the Assumption of the Rlessed Virgin 
in Baltimore. By special decree of the 
pope there was sung at the mass a 
solemn Gregorian chant previously 
heard only nt the funerals of sovereign 
rulers of the eliurch In the Sistlne 
chapel In Rome. Not the church alone, 
hut all of Baltimore paid tribute to 
the memory of Its beloved and distin- 
guished citizen, and as the cloeks of 
the city tolled ten. the hour of the 
ceremony, every wheel stopped, every 
activity ceased. 


Sharply contrasting with this funer- 
al in pomp and place. Just as the life 
work of the men contrasted, was the 
funeral of John Burroughs, the be- 
loved naturalist and author, who died 
last Tuesday on a passenger train in 
Ohio. On the eighty-fourth anniver- 
sary of his birth his body was In- 
terred at Itoxbury, high in the Cuts- 
kill mountains close to the old house 
in which he was born, and a large 
bowlder on which he often sat forma 
the headstone of bis grave. This dean 
of nature writers le deeply mourned 
by the greet end the humble alike of 
the entire nation.

WHEN ACCIDENTS 
HAPTEN ID AUTO 

Motorist in Unpleasant Predica- 
mont Because He Failed to 
Take Precaution. 


NOTE CIR CUMSTANC ES FULLY 

Important Paint Offered far Jury*a 

Consideration la Whothor Car Waa 
In Rightful Fleeo — Inauranaa 
•avaa Worry. 

To tha owner of a naw car who Is 
jnat testing hla wings, so to speak, on 
tho highway It may aeem ghoulish to 
talk of what to do In case an accident 
happens to bis car or through It. But 
wa all know that accidents Involving 
motorcars do happen, though In a ma- 
jority of cases the car owner Is not to 
blame. 

No matter how guiltless of wrong 
the motorist may be unless he knows 
what to do at the time tho accident 
occurs, knows bow to protect himself, 
In other words, he may find himself tn 
an unpleasant predicament simply be- 
cause lie has failed to take certain pre- 
cautions. 

Note All Circumstances. 

To begin with, the car owner should 
try to keep Ids mind as calm aa pos- 
sible and note all the attendant cir- 
cumstances at the time of the acci- 
dent. He should get from uny by- 
standers their names and addresses 
and also those of people in nearby 
buildings, provided those persons wit- 
nessed the accident. 

If the motorist knows that the fault 
'< has not lain with him he should point 
! out to the people whose names he has 
gathered particular phuses of the ac- 
cident, measure any dlstuuces tiiat uiuy 
be gerniune to the subject by pacing, 
if no other means is at hand. Be cer- 
tain to get some corroboration of the 
rate of speed at which the car was 
being driven. If the horn or otiier 
warning signal was sounded be sure to 
have witnesses reudy to help prove this 
fact. 

In case the accident has occurred at 
the intersection of two streets, It is 
important to prove that the vehicle 
had been slowed down before coming 
to the crossing. 

Rightful Place of Car. 

One of tile most important points of- 
fered for a jury’s consideration is 
whether or not the car was In its right- 
ful place in the street. Whs it on the 
right hand side of the thoroughfure, 
where It belonged? Testimony to this 
effect will help the defendant. If tiie 
emergency bruke was firmly set, un- 
prejudiced „ witnesses muy be shown 
this for later use In court. 

When an accident Tiappena at night 
It Is Important to prove that the lights 
were properly burning and In order. 
When the mishap occurs In rainy 
weather or when the streets are slip- 
pery it should be shown if possible that 
the nonskid chains were in place on 
the tires. 

In casn the trouble came when the 
car was making a turn, call attention 
to the fact that It was making a wide 
turn, in accordance with the statutes, 
and was on the proper side of the 
road. 

If a person has been Injured, try to 
remember his conduct Just before the 
accident. Was he behaving in a way 
to make him guilty of negligence, as, 
for instance, sheltering himself under 
an umbrella, and uot keeping a prop- 
er lookout? Were you, the operator, 
looking ahead and tending to your 
driving, or were you tulking or other- 
wise permitting your attention to be 
distracted? 

If you cun prove by measurements 
that you brought your car to u hult 
within the distunce required for check- 
ing the progress of u cur driven within 
the legal speed limit you will liuve 
scored a distinct point.

On an automobile engine which wa* 
oiled by the "splash" system. It waa 
found that the tflbe which conducted 
the oil from the flywheel to the front 
part of the engine became clogged, 
and some burned-out bearings reunit- 
ed. To prevent the recurrence of this 
accident, o pump was installed In the 
oil line and connected to be driven by 
the cam shaft, as shown in the sketch. 
The upper part of the motor crank 
case, on the camshaft side, was drilled 
out and tapped opposite one of the 
cams, to take a brass tube, which was 
threaded with a stsndap! pipe thread. 
This tube was reamed out to a snug 
lit for a small piece of shafting, which 
formed the plunger of the pump. An- 
other piece of tubing was screwed 
onto the first at right angles, and to 
the ends of It, through two ball-check 
valves, were attached the oil tubes 
leading to the crunk case and to the 
beurings of the engine. These check 
vulves acted to prevent oil from flow- 
ing hack to the crunk case, while per- 
mitting it to flow in the proper direc- 
tion. On the end of the plunger was

fastened a striking plate of hard steel, 
against which the cam pushed once 
during every revolution of the cam 
shaft. In tills way the engine was pro- 
vided with a force-feed oiling system 
ut small expense.

A "blue sky" act. to regulate the 
sale of securltites In Rhode Island 
and designed to prevent the operations 
of bucket shop men, get-rtch-qulck 
promoters ami wild cat speculators 
has been Introduced In the legislature. 

Boston pays a higher price for milk 
than nlmoBt all the other cities in 
the country because of local health 
regulations which prohibit the selling 
of milk in bulk, according to Chairman 
Eugene C. Hultman of the commis- 
sion on necessities of life.

B REAKFAST cups go their cheer- 
ful and frivolous way this spring 
with ribbons and Inces hand In hand 
In their making. Each appears to he 
quite helpless without the aid of the 
other In the accomplishment of a suc- 
cessful cap and It Is sometimes one 
and again the other that dominates. 
Two such gay nnd versatile materials 
might he expected to wnndcr Into 
many bypaths and that Is what they 
have done. The new displays reveal 
them In the mimicry of many styles 
In headwear, beginning with n rlhbon- 
•rlmmed, lace stocking cap and ending 
with caps having wired lace brims, 
like the cap at the left of the two 
shown In the picture. 

An excellent use Is mnde of rib- 
bons with plcot edges which can be 
caught up by the crochet needle, by 
which moans the ribbons may be 
Joined to lace Insertions or to each 
other, but usually edges are whipped 
together to form cops, os shown in 
the model at the right of the two pic- 
tured. In the other cap a crown of 
net supports rows of satin rihhon, 
sewed to It along one edge and Joined 
to a brim of lace held In pkee by 
fine wires.

Ribbons are making themselves 
useful in many directions on all kinds 
of apparel from head to foot of fair 
ladles and their children, but girdles 
remain the most Important of their 
missions, Increasing In benuty and 
Ingenious designing each year. Two- 
toned satin ribbons, dark on one side 
nnd light on the other, Inspire beauti- 
ful examples. One of these, a ribbon 
about five Inches wide, has ‘two loops 
nt eneh side over the hips. These 
loops are six nnd seven inches long 
and a cluster of little ribbon roses Is 
placed nt their base. Long-pointed 
ends are knotted n little below the 
waistline In the hnck. A similar 
girdle of light-colored, plain satin 
rihhon hns hanging ends nnd loops 
nt each side. It Is mnde of sash 
ribbon and has flat, conventional 
flowers of ribbon sot about the crushed 
girdle. Two-Inch ribbons In the dark- 
er colors, bordered with very narrow, 
plcot-edged ribbons In contrasting 
color mnke pretty snshes, brought 
about the waist and knotted nt one 
side. Like all their companions they 
are bedecked with rihhon flowers In 
flnt applique — one nt each end and a 
row about the waist.

Nomination Papers 



Every street In town with 60 oi 
more voters — men and women — should 
have a candidate for "Town Meeting 
Member" at the special election In 
Weymouth on Monday, May 2. and 
there Is nothing to prevent men or 
women on shorter streets becoming 
candidates. 

The mass meetings being held In the 
different precincts are experiencing 
some difficulty In securing enough can- 
didates for all the positions to he filled. 

Candidates are wanted for three 
years, for two years and for one year, 
and there should be a large list so 
that voters mf|v make a choice. 

The “Town Council” should .be retv 
resentative of all parts of Weymouth 
— Pond Plain ns well as Columbian 
Square — Weymouth Heights as well ns 
Thomas Corner — Webb street as welt 
as Front street*— Union street ns well 
as Main street. 

The Gazette-Transcript onefes two 
sections from House BUI 1197 as ap- 
proved by Gov. Cox: 

Section 4. Nomination of candidates 
for town meeting members to be elect- 
ed under this act shall be made by 
nomination naners. which shill hear 
no political designation, and signed by 
not less than ten voters of fhe r.-e- 
clnt In wh*ch the candidate resides, 
anl filed with the town clerk at least 
ten days before the election. No nom- 


ination papers shall be valid In respect 
to any candidate whose written ac- 
ceptance Is" not thereon or pltached 
thereto. 

Section 6. A moderator shall be 
elected by ballot at the first election 
and at each annual town election there- 
after by the voters and shnll serve 
as moderator of all town meetings, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided by low, 
until his successor Is elected and 
qualified. If a moderator is absent, a 
moderator pro tempore may he elected 
by the town meeting members. 

Someone must take the initiative 
and circulate nominitticffi papers, 
which mnv be obtained from the 
Town Clerk. Twelve or 15 signatures 
with addresses are better than 10. 
and the nomination nnpors should be 
in the hands of the 'Registrars of Vot- 
ers for certification on or before Fri- 
day, April 15. One or more candidates 
may be nominated on one paper. The 
time Is short. Don’t watt for others. 
Get busy. 

The Town Clerk has ascertained 
that the precincts will be entitled to 
elect the following numbers: 

Precinct 1 — 28 members 
Precinct 2 — 24 members 
Precinct 3 — 30 members 
Precinc.t 4 — 20 members 
Precinct 5 — 33 members 
Precinct 6 — 26 members

The second game of 
the season against the Alumni, was 
another close victory for Weymouth.

In the third game 
the Weymouth team went down to 
defeat before the strong Portsmouth,

game.

1 gained five successive victories with- 
I in a few weeks. These included the 
Milton. Reading and Braintree High 
schools and the Warren Bros. Five of 
Cambridge. The Reading game was 
one of the best of the season and was 
won only after two overtime periods 
had beep played and with two of Wey- 
mouth’B beat men out of the game. 

The next week Weymouth was de- 
feated by the Revere High school by 
close score. The Revere' team de- 
clined to play a return game at Wev- 
niouth. which is much to be regretted. 
On Jan 26. the Weymouth five lost 
their third close game to Dedham hv 
the score of 19 to 17. On Jan. 28 and 
31, however, the Wevmouth teajn came 
back and easily gathered in twc4 Vic- 
tories from the Belmont High school 
and Clamp Second teams. 

On Saturday, February 5. Weymouth 
made a very enjoyable trio to Ports- 
mouth. N. H. Although defected by 
i tjie Portsmouth crew, the Journey 
with the stay over Sunday, was a 
very welcome diversion for :he Wey- 
mouth boys. During this month the 
school team won several games with

Painting Roasts and Dropping Boards 
of No Valuo In Destroying 
Chicken Parasites. 


Chief Charm !? the Simplicity of 
the Exterior. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart* 
tnent of Agriculture.) 

There have been many advocates of 
the theory that chicken lice can be 
killed by painting the roosts and drop- 
ping bonrds or the whole Interior of 
the poultry house with vnrlous oil mix- 
tures, the Idea being that the vapors 
or gases arising from these points 
penetrate the feathers of the roosting 
fowls and kill the lice. This method 
has been given a very extensive trial 
by specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, and not one 
of the 42 different preparations tested 
was found to be of any value. These 
preparations contained one or more of

It was not until the lnet few years, 
comparatively, that American archi- 
tects recognized the beauty of the 
homes that were erected In New Eng- 
land during the first century after the 
landing of the Pilgrims.

Stair* 
lead to the attic, which because of 
the high pitch of the roof Is rather 
large and provides ample storage 
room for the family.

the following Ingredients : Phenols, tar 
oils, hydrocarbon oils, creosote oil, 
carbon disulphld, wood-tar distillate, 
benzol, nitrobenzene, naphthalene, an- 
thracene oil, and pyridine. 

In these experiments the roosts and 
dropping boards or the whole Interior 
of the house were thoroughly painted 
or sprayed Just before the fowls wept 
to roost, and all doors, windows, and 
ventilators were closed during the first 
night. Five badly fiifesled fowls were 
used in each test, and at the end of 
one week examination was made for 
living lice. Although an occasional 
dead louse was found on, the dropping 
boards, in no case was jLhe treatment 
of any practical value. Since many 
of these preparations were found to 
be effective when used as fumigants 
in small boxes. It is apparent that the 
ineffectiveness of house treatment is 
due to the fact that the fumes do not 
become concentrated enough to kill the 
Uce. Tests were also made with llitte- 
stilphur applied in the same way ; this 
also was found to be of no value.

little attempt lit decorative effect, the 
exception being the porch pillars and 
the fan-shaped lights over the door. 
But there 19 a charm about these 
houses that appeals to every home 
builder. 

Then, too, the shape of the house 
is such that every foot of the Inte- 
rior Is usable. This will he noted 
from the floor plan that accompanies 
the exterior view of a small colonial 
house shown herewith. The same bal- 
ance that marks the exterior of the 
house Is maintained In the Interior; 
the rooms nre divided almost equally 
by a central entrance hall, out of 
which runs the stairs to the second 
floor. Here, also, the balance Is con- 
tinued, there being a bedroom on each 
corner, with the same number, of win- 
dows and each one as readily acces- 
sible to the hall as another. 

This home Is of frame construction, 
set on a masonry foundation that may 


room, besides a place for the heating 
plant and fuel storage. 

The cost of this house is not great. 
Its design being such that it can be 
erected with the utmost economy in 
materials and labor. At the same 
time It provides accommodations foi 
a family of more than the average 
size. The arrangement Is such that 
the work of caring for It can he done 
with n minimum of effort, while all 
the rooms are airy and comfortable. 

Horiie builders who are planning up- 
on erecting that long-contemplated 
house this year cannot do better than 
select such a design ns this. The co^ 
lonlal Is a style of architecture that 
marks its owner ns an American who 
Is proud of the building genius of the 
early settlers; at the same time, the - 
colonial, to many minds, is the most 
benutlful of nil styles of homes. 

During the last few T months the 
cost of building, like almost every- 
thing else, hns come down remarkably. 
While prices still are higher than In 
1014, when It cost less to build than 
at auy time during the last half cen- 
tury, they are much low T er than during 
any of the war years, or the last two 
years. Homes are needed and needed 
hadly, and everyone connected with 
the building business predicts that 
tills will he a banner year. 

This being true. It Is good Judgment 
to start building operations as early 
ns possible. This will Insure that the 
new home is ready for occupancy early 
In the summer. 


GIVE CHICKENS FREE RANGE 


Growing Fowls Are Enabtsd to Obtain 
Quantities of Bugs, Worms, 
Green Feed, Etc. 

When the garden crops have reached 
maturity or nre far enough developed 
to suffer little (Jumage from chickens 
the flock should he given free range. 
There nre times In lnte summer and 
early fall wiien the benefit received 
by the poultry will exceed the slight 
Injury some gurden products may In- 
cur. 

Free range enables growing chick- 
ens to obtain quantities of green feed, 
bugs, worms and other things. The 
chickens therefore require less grain 
and are less liable to sickness or dis- 
ease. Exercise and ability to range 
for even a few hours a day Is bene- 
ficial to a flock that has been kept 
In confinement during spring aud early 
summer.

While It is well to provide a good 
duet hath for chickens, It cannot he 
depended upon for louse and mite 
control, say socialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. It 
is fur better to eradicate the pests 
completely. The main difficulty about 
depending upon dust baths Is that 
some fowls seldom dust themselves, 
and those which dust freely never 
completely free themselves of Ice. The 
dust hath should be kept under cover 
and may consist of fine roud dust with 
coal ashes added. —A

determine the proportion* of the maft 
nzlne-rnck, I have not given measure* 
ments to work by. I would suggest 
that you plnce the shelve* 9 Inch** 
apart, and that ybu cut the end stripe 
of the right length to extend 3 Inche* 
below the cupboard and <1 Inches 
above the top shelf. Cut the strip* 
out of H or %-lneh stuff, 2*4 Inchea 
wide.

SEED BOXES AND PAPER POTS. 

Two or three bbxes will enable you to 
■tart all the seeds that you can use for 
early vegetables, and for your flower- 
garden. In one box the seeds can be 
planted close together. When the sec- 
ond true leaf appears, transplant te 
the other boxes, leaving plenty of 
ppace between seedlings to allow for 
growth. Seed boxes, or “flats” as they 
kre generally called, can be made from 
grocery boxes. Most boxes are too 
deep for the purpose, but it Is au easy 
matter to cut them down. Four or five 
Inches Is deep enough for flats, so if 
you can get boxes 8 or 10 Inches deep 
you can make two fiats out of each. 
The best way to cut down a box Is to 


Is planted. A float made of a block of 
wood with another block nailed to It 
for a handle (Fig. fi) Is a good tool for 
leveling. 

Paper pots are extensively used for 
seedling transplantlngs. The seedlings 




are transplanted from seed flats to 
these earth-filled paper pota, and when 
they are large enough to set out- 
doors, the pota are planted without 
disturbing the roots of the seedlings. 

Paper pota can be made of heavy 
wrapping-paper. Small pots may be 
1% Inchea square, large pots 4 Inchea 
square. Figure 7 shows a pattern for 
a 2-Inch pot. Cut along the heavy 
lines, fold along the dotted lines, and 
paste the overlapping surfaces. 

Figure 8 shows a pot made from 
box corners. A cardboard box wiU 


nail on Its cover boards, or other 
boards cut to fit, then draw a line 
around the box sides and ends, along 
the center, and saw the box In half 
•long these llnee (Fig. 3). This will 
give you two flats of equal size 
(Fig. 4). 

Several holes bored through the bot- 
toms, for drain-holes, will complete the 
fiats, but a pair of handles screwed to 
the ends will make It easier to lift 
them from place to place (Fig. 1) ; 
blocks nailed to the bottom at the cor- 
ners will raise the boxes above the 
surface they stand upon, so tins can 
be slipped beneath the drain boles to 
mtch surplus water; and the applica- 
tion of a coat or two of paint will make 
the flats more presentable. 

Heed flats must be placed to front 
of a window where they will receive 
the maximum of sunlight. If there Isn’t 
a low table to stand them upon, nail 
light stripe together to pair* for legs, 
*nd nail these legs to the box corners 
as shown to Fig. 2.

WHY BOVS LEAVE THE FARM 
By Edward Lnkeman 

This question has probably been 
asked time and again and various 
reasons could be given, but the prin- 
cipal one Is on account of hlghet 
wages being paid In the Industrial 
centers than prevail on the farm. 
However, If farm boys would remain 
on the farm and keep pace with the 
new Ideas with *ue same degree of 
activity that characterises nianufa^ 
luring and other Industries, the prob- 
lem of maintaining soil fertility and 
supplying food for the nation would 
he solved. 

Boys often leave the farm because 
they are not given sufficient encout- 
agement to remain while In their 
teens. The average life of the young 
hoy on the farm Is not all sunshine 
for many reasons. Th© hours of labor 
are long, drudgery Is constant, while 
many of the conveniences found in 
even the poorest city hotrtes— such as 
tuning water, both hot and cold, bath- 
rooms, gas or electric lights, furnnee 
or steam heat — are lacVUng. No In- 
centive Is offered to overcome these 
disagreeable features.

like their fathers. 
They read the articles In the farm 
papers and the well meaning city en- 
thusiast pictures the beauty of farm 
Ing. But when they arise the nc<xt 
morning and face the stern reality 
of life they become discouraged and 
want to leave th© farm. 

Now I believe I know how the 
majority of toys feel for i am deeply 
interested in them— In their play as 
»©H as In their work — tot the old 
e&ying: "All work and no play makes 
.Jack a dull boy” is as true today as 
when it was first written. * 

Now I know there Is a remedy that 
will counteract the disltkie for farm 
work that so often prevail among 
them and that Is to give th© boys 
some encouragement: some incentive 
must be offered, not after the boys 
have* obtained their majority, but 
while they are Just ‘’kids." 

While I am speaking on this subject 
of giving a little encouragement to 
farm boys, many business men might 
do the same toward their office em- 
ployes: not take so much for granted 
that they don't require any. Office 
beljj and employes of large dry goods 
stores have no on© to speak for them: 
while in other lines of work in most 
all cases, depend upon the unions to 
look after their interest, and which 
they always do. But this Is getting 
away from the subject, so I will return 
to it again.. 

Whenever I see an abandoned farm 
such as are to be found in the western 
part of this state and Vermont and 
New Hampshire, I think had the 
young people remained and put the 
same energy into the farm that they 
were compelled to put into the posi- 
tion they were able to obtain, that 
they would have had more money and 
a life of independence — something 
that they very rarely are able to do 
from a small salaried position in the 
largo cities. 

I know many of the young men and 
women who have left the farm for 
the city did not Intend to remain 
permanently, but had an idea of some 
day returning to the farm and spend- 
ing their last days in peace nnd con- 
tentment. But what generally hap- 
pens? Just what happens to any- 
thing when you mistreat it. What 
will happen to your garden when you 
prepare the land, plant good reed and 
then forget It? The very same thing 
that will happen to a good farm if 
you neglect it. 

No person who has ever lived on 
a farm can view these things with- 
out sincere regret, for these farms in 
the states I have mentioned are num- 
erous; but it is far more serious u 
the ones who live in one of these 
communities where such cases occur. 

As obvious as the daylight and as 
vital as a July rain on a parched 
field Is the axiom that a healthy and 
vlgourous fanning community Is ab- 
solutely necessary to the prosperity 
of a great country.

Hughes Tells Allies We Claim 
Voice in Disposal of the 
German Colonies. 

FIRM NOTE ON YAP ISLAND 


Germans Get Disappointing Communi- 
cation from Washington Concerning 
Reparations — Harding's War and 
Peace Program Outlined — 

Great Britain Facing 
Complete Industri- 
al Disaster. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

President Harding’s International 
policy Is becoming better defined day 
by day, and the world Is fast learning 
the attitude of his administration in 
foreign matters. There were several 
important developments during the 
past week, taking the form of uotes 
to other powers. * 

Foremost of these was the message 
which Secretary of State Hughes sent 
to Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Japun concerning mandates. It fol- 
lowed up the course adopted by Secre- 
tary Colby just before Mr. Wilson 
went out of ollice, but was stronger in 
argument and more pointed in sugges- 
tion than the note of Mr. Hughes’ 
predecessor. In effect, Secretary 
Hughes’ note says that the United 
States holds that the disposition, with- 
out its consent, of uny of the territo- 
ries ceded to the allied and associated 
powers by the central powers Is in- 
valid; and in particular it suggests 
that the approval by the council of 
tile League of Nations of the award 
to Japan of the mandate for Yap and 
the oilier North Pacific islands should 
be reconsidered. This in view of the 
fact that, a month before that action 
by the council, the United States 
called the attention of the powers to 
its understanding that Yap was to be 
internationalized as a cuble station 
and not given to Japan. 

Secretary Hughes states flatly that 
tiie right to dispose of the overseas 
possessions of Germany, acquired 
through the victory of the ullled and 
associated powers, is shared by the 
United States and that there can be 
no valid or effective disposition of 
those possessions without the assent 
of the United States. This of course 
applies not ouly to the North Pacific 
Islands, but also to Palestine, Mesopo- 
tamia and tlie German colonies in 
Africa and Australasia. 

It is believed in London that Great 
Britain will give to Japan advice that 
will amount to a command to yield 
to America’s claims in the matter of 
Yup and to consent to reopen the case 
in the interest of world peace and 
Justice. The British government is 
Influenced, botli by desire for the 
friendship of America and by pressure 
from the dominions, which are strong- 
ly opposed to Japanese domination of 
the Pacific. 

Another note from Secretary Hughes, 
of vast import, was sent to Germany 
In reply to requests from Berlin for 
a statement of the administration's 
attitude in the matter of reparations. 
This document dashed the hopes of 
the Germans that the refusal of Amer- 
ica to ratify the treaty of Versailles 
meant an indorsement of their efforts 
to escape punishment. They were in- 
formed that “this government stunds 
with the governments of the allies in 
holding Germany responsible for the 
war and. therefore, morally bound to 
make reparation, so fur us may be 
possible." 

The only consolation for the Ger- 
uiuns in the note was the expressed 
hope that reopened negotiations “may 
lead to a prompt settlement which 
w<l! ut the same time satisfy the just 
claims of the allies and permit Ger- 
many hopefully to renew its produc- 
tive activities." 

The German note suggested that the 
only solution of the reparations prob- 
lem 1» uu international loan, in favor 


of which the allied and associated 
powers would waive the general mort- j 
gage on German assets created by the 
treaty of Versailles. It also Invited 
the examination by unbinsed experts 
of Gernmny’s ability to make payment. 
On these propositions the Amerlcnn 
reply made no comment. 

The visit to Washington of M. VI- 
viunl and the need of a program for 
the consideration of congress in the 
extra session have brought out the 
administration’s plans for ending the 
state of war and for dealing with the 
question of world pence. These plans, 
according to authoritative Information, 
mny be thus summarized: 

1. Complete rejection of the Ver- 
sailles peace treaty, Including the 
league covenant. 

2. Adoption of the Knox resolution 
decluring pence. 

3. Negotiation of a sepnrate treaty 
with Germany, settling dumnge claims 
and other questions growing out of the 
war. 

4. Declaration In the Knox resolu- 
tion of American intention to co-oper- 
nte with our chief co-belligerents for 
mutunl defense if the pence of Europe 
should be threatened by any power or 
combination of powers. 

5. Adoption of a separate resolution 
declaring that the United States 
stands with the allied powers in hold- 
ing Germany responsible for the war 
and bound to make reparation to the 
full extent of Its ability. 

6. Negotiation with Great Britain 
and Japan of an agreement for the re- 
duction of naval armament. 

7. Submission to the other powers 
of suggestions ns to the association of 
nations for the promotion of world 
pence which the United Stntes would 
be willing to Join in conformity with 
Its traditional policy of non-entangle- 
ment In the uffalrs of Europe und of 
preservation of Independence of ac- 
tion. 

It wus stnted that the Knox reso- 
lution would he introduced in the sen- 
ate Immediately upon the convening 
of congress, after being amended hy 
the addition of a section declaring 
that the United States stands ready 
to fight whenever In the judgment of 
this government the civilization of 
the world Is Imperiled. This promised 
co-operntlon in the preservation of 
peace Is nn important part of Mr. Har- 
ding's program for ultimately abolish- 
ing. war. There Is reason to be- 
lieve that M. Vlvianl Is well satisfied 
with the plans of the administration 
and that France will he ns satisfied 
when he has explained them to his 
countrymen. The satisfaction of the 
other allied powers Is problematical. 

Charles of Hnpsburg, having 
marched up the hill, murched down 
again. He hud a week's outing in 
Hungary, got a bad cold, und returned 
to his exile in Switzerland. He never 
hud the ghost of a chance to regain 
the Hungarian throne, for both the 
ententes — big and little — declared flat- 
ly against him, and the military sup- 
port which he claimed did not mate- 
rialize. Before leaving Stelnumunger, 
Chnrles stated that he wus abandon- 
ing his uttempt only temporarily und 
thut he still maintained his right to 
the throne und the right of his son 
Otto to Inherit it. Churles’ adventure 
was watched with intense interest by 
the supporters of other ousted rulers 
and it is said it gave rise to several 
schemes for the restoration of William 
Hohenzollern and his son, or at least 
their removal from Holland, but It Is 
extremely unlikely that any such plans 
will be put into execution. 

With ull her coal miners on strike 
and the other members of the "triple 
alliance,” the transport workers and 
railway men, ready to aid the miners 
in every way. Great Britain at this 
writing is facing one of the greatest 
crises in her history. The coal in- 
dustry already is absolutely paralyzed 
and many of the mines are being 
ruined by water. Numerous industrial 
plunts that depend on coal have clpsed 
dowu and others are preparing to quit, 
if some compromise is not arrauged 
and the transport and rail workers 
go on strike, industrial disaster such i 
as the country never has known must 
result. The goveruiueut does uot seek I 
to miuluilze the threat of peril and 
Premier Lloyd George aud his col- j 


leagues hnve been seeking to avert It 
by every menus consistent with the 
policies of the government. Their fail- 
ure, If they do fall, probably will mean 
their own downfall. In anticipation 
of violence — which already has broken 
out In Scotland and South Wales — 
troops hnve been distributed In vari- 
ous pnrts of the country und others 
Save been recalled from Ireland and 
nre being brought even from the Near 
East. Wnrslilps have been stationed 
In several Important ports. At the 
close of the week there was still hope 
that negotiations between the miners 
nnd mine owners would be reopened, 
with the government acting ns media- 
tor. 

Prospects for pence in Ireland hnve 
fizzled again. Hostilities on the Island 
continue undiminished, and the crown 
forces hnve been subjected to a num- 
ber of strong attacks by the “repub- 
lican” fighters. The government made 
a rather bald attempt to conciliate 
the Irish Catholics hy the appointment 
of Lord Edmund Talbot to succeed 
Viscount French as viceroy of Ireland. 
He Is the leading Roman Catholic of 
England. The Sinn Felners did not 
"fall” for this very well, an olllclnl 
statement Issued by them saying Tal- 
bot had been appointed because tlie 
government hoped to turn his name 
and religion to successful propagandist 
use in foreign countries nnd create 
disunion among Irish Catholics. The 
statement added : 

“The actual effect of this appoint-; 
ment among Irish Catholics will be re- 
pulsion nt the thought of a Catholic 
acting us the agent of tyranny.” 

The report of the defeat of the 
Greeks hy the Turkish Nationalists 
nt Eski-Shehr was confirmed, hut the 
extent of the disaster is not known, 
neither side having Issued u detailed 
statement. The Greeks retreated to 
the Brusa front where they awaited 
reinforcements. These, however, are 
not easy to obtain, for when King 
Constantine called two new classes to 
the colors less than 50 per cent of the 
reservists* enrolled. There Is a rumor, 
indeed, that tlie failure of the offensive 
in Asia Minor may result In the ex- 
pulsion of Constantine and the resto- 
ration of Venlzelos to power. The 
former premier left Paris suddenly 
and secretly and it was said lie had 
gone to the Riviera preparatory to a ! 
dusji across Italy to Greece in case an 
uprising against the king’s war policy 
occurs, lie believes he can count on 
the support of the English, French 
und Italians If he returns to Greece. 

The Greek royal family, it seems, 
is going to make sure of the Leeds 
millions. The former Mrs. Leeds, now 
Anastasia, the "Dollar Princess," who 
married Christopher, the king’s broth- 
er, has the use of her former hus- 
band’s vast estate during her life, hut 
at her douth it all goes to her son 
William or his heirs. Just now she 
Is seriously 111, and young William, 
summoned to Athens, promptly pro- 
posed marriage to Princess Xenia, 
niece of Constuntine, and us promptly 
wus accepted. 

Charles G. Dawes and his commis- 
sion have concluded their inquiry Into 
the matter of relief for disabled serv- 
ice men und their report bus been sub- 
mitted to tlie President. The three 
major recommendations which the 
commission makes are us follows; 

One centralized governmental au- 
thority with complete charge of all 
federal agencies for soldier relief. 

A decentralization of administration 
service to carry federal aid as near us 
possible to the home of the soldiers 
in all parts of the country. 

A request to congress for additional 
appropriations for hospitals and for a 
permanent building program. 

Attorney Geuerul Daugherty has is- 
sued what he calls "a modest but em- 
phatic wuruiug" to business to keep 
straight, declaring thut tlie Depart- 
ment of Justice will countenance no 
violations of the law. lie pointed out 
that while the profiteering sections of ! 
the Lever act bad been declared un- 
constitutional. tlie department eoubl 
still proceed under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. Illegal practices in the 
building material trades, said Mr. 
Daugherty, will be Investigated in all 
parts of the country.

It la possible to prolong the life of 
automobile tires If the car Is jacked 
up as often as possible when not in 
use. During the night, and at other 
times when the car is in the garage, 
which usually represents more than 
half of the time, the car might Just 
aa well be raised from the floor, sav- 
ing that much weight on the tires. 
Extra load la not only removed from 
the tires, but any tendency to- 
ward flattening of the shoe and mak- 
ing its wearing qualities uneven la 
lessened considerably. 

Pay for Themselves. 

▲ set of home-made Jacks will not 
take long to make, and once made 
and put to use, will much more than 
pay for themselves In a few months. 

The construction of the jacks Is 
simple.

How Jack la Used. 

The Illustration shows how the Jack 
is used. The first position shows the 
feet of the Jack placed tight against 
the tire with the notch of the wood 
block against the under side of the 
wheel. When the top of the jack Is 
pushed In toward the wheel, the ac- 
tion raises the wheel about two Inches 
and transfers the weight from the tire 
to the hub. The feet afford sufficient 
bearing to enable the car to stand 
rigidly when four Jacks have been 
applied and remove all possibility of 
its shifting to one side and back to 
(ha floor. — Dale Van Horn In Popular

Daylight saving from May 1 to Oct. 
2 will be adopted, according to vote of 
the Portland, Me. City Government, 
authorizing Mayor Clarke to Issue 
proclamation to that effect. 

An Invitation to attend a banquet In 
New York of "distinguished Ameri- 
cans who are opposed to government 
by blue laws" was declined by Gov. 
Perclval P. Baxter of Maine. 

While looking for his pet coon cat 
J. D. B. Bradstreet of Beverly, Mass., 
found. In the hollow of a tree, a 
leather bag containing the body of a 
fully developed child wrapped in a 
white towel. 

The J. R. Torrey razor factory at 
Worcester, Mass., was broken Into, 
and 1080 razors, valued at approxi- 
mately $600, were stolen from the 
Btock room, according to a report 
made to the police. 

The will of Annie Louise Cary, for- 
mer noted prlma donna, admitted to 
probate at Norwalk, Conn., includes 
bequests of more than $100,000 to 
charitable institutions. The total es- 
tate Is valued at $350,000. 

Profiteering landlords of Porltnd, 
Me., will be listed by assistant as- 
sessors, who will require tenants to 
disclose their rent charges. This will 
be • communicated to assessors, who 
will fix valuations accordingly. 

The city health department reports 
the first case of leprosy In Boston 
for nearly a year. The patient Is Eg- 
bert Pyle, negro, 28 years old, who 
had been working as a porter.

Mrs. Jensen alleges she 
was deserted by Jensen seven years 
ago. 

The expected happened In the Mas- 
sachusetts House when the antl-vac- 
clnntion bill, which had already passed 
the Senate, was killed by a vote of 21 
to 100. Nobody spoke for the measure 
and Its opponents debated it only 
briefly. 

The action of the Legislature of the 
state of Maine in concurring with Gov. 
Baxter’s veto of the medical school 
bill makes it probable that' Maine will 
have no medical school after June of 
this year, says President Sills of Bow- 
doln college. 

Creditors of the J. F. Parkhurst &

the corporation asking that a receiver 
be appointed to conserve its assets. 

The Massachusetts Safety Council, 
organized at the rooms of the Safe 
Roads Federation, Boston, voted, as its 
first item of new business, to Invite 
the National Safety Congress to bold 
its annual convention in Boston, Sept. 
26-30, inclusive. The invitation was 
accepted. 

Shackeled to a long chain, 41 men 
from the crew of the steamer Iver 
Health, charged with mutinous con- 
duct and robbery of United States and 
Canadian mall on the high Beas, were 
taken off the steamer Britannia of the 
Fabre Line when she docked in Provi- 
dence, R. I. 

The discovery that his pet cat was 
mothering a mouse with her own Ut- 
ter of kittens astonished Charles 
Dube of Lewiston, Me.

BOSTON PRODUCK MARKET 

Week of April 4-S, 1M1 

Prepared by the United States Bureau 
Of Markets 

Fruit* and Vegetable* 

Applea, oranges and strawberries were 
higher, new crop onlona, spinach and 
sweet potatoes were lower and other Im- 
portant lines about steady. 

New York State Baldwin apples ad- 
vanced 6 cents a bnrrel to $5.00 $5.50. 
California asparagus was more plentiful 
and declined $1.00 a crate during the 
week to 4.00-6.00. South Carolina aspar- 
agus Is of poorer quality and closed at 
$3.00-16.00 a crate. 

Now crop cabbage Is supplying the mar- 
ket entirely now. Alabama flat cabbage 
In barrel crates remained practically 
steady at $2.50-$3.00 and South Carolina 
Wakefield cabbage at $2.00-$2.50. 

New Tcxns Bermuda onions sold Mon- 
day at $4.00 a bushel crate but declined 
by the end of the week to $2.76-3.00. Old 
crop onions were In slow demand at 
76 cents $1.00 per 100 pound bag. 

Aroostook County potatoes were barely 
steady at $1.25-$1.40 per 100 pounds 
sacked. Prices at Malno shipping points 
closed 16 cents lower at $1.10-$1.15 100 
pounds bulk for carlots delivered Boston. 

Klondike, strawberries from Louisiana 
were scarce and 10 cents higher, closing 
at 26-28 cents a pint. 

Spring vegetables are beginning to ar- 
rlvo from Southern points. Green peas 
from Mississippi In 28 quart hampers sold 
Wednesday at $3.60-$4.00 but declined 
later to $2.75-$3.00. California rhubarb, 
mostly of ordinary quality, sold Monday 
at $3.00-3.60 per box of 40 pounds, but 
later declined to $2.00-2.50. Native grown 
rhubarb sold 12-15 cents a pound. 

Nntlve grown hothouso lettuce was 
higher at $1.60-2.00 a bushel box. while 
cucumhcrs wore lower at $8.00-9.00 a box. 

Native grown beets were higher at 
$1.50-1.60 and spring dug parsnips at 
$2.00-2.25 a bushel box. while carrots 
wore unchanged at $1.25-1.60 and turnips 
at .75-$1.00 a bushel. 

Dairy And Poultry Products 

The market as a wholo has shown no 
great changes from last week, and con- 
tinues to reflect the uncertain conditions 
of general trade. Butter advanced 
sharply, then dropped Just ns rapidly and 
is now again on the upturn. Cheese 
and Poultry have continued to caso off, 
and eggs have held unchanged. 

Fresh butter started to accumulate the 
flrst of tho week, and with conditions so 
unsettled, donlers were quick to drop 
prices to clean up stocks, but the de- 
cline proved unwarranted, so prices 
started up again. Fresh butter is more 
plentiful, but there are no prospects of 
further Imports for the present, so an- 
other advance seems likely. Fresh 90- 
92 score Is bringing 48-50 cents or about 
tho same as last week, and storage sells 
nt 40-44 cents. 

• Cheese lias been selling hard, country 
prices continuing to drop and buyers 
not anticipating their wants at all. Fresh 
cheese has been vcqy plentiful and has 
declined about 1 cent, Vermont twins 
bringing 22 cents nnd New York mako 
23-23 1-2 cents. Cured lots selling fair 
at 26-28 cents. 

Eggs, while In considerable disfavor 
ns a speculation, have been In demand 
for regular needs, and top grades are a 
shade firmer. Heavy receipts from the 
southwest, especially Texas, and these 
have sold mostly at 26-26 cents. Fine 
westerns have had a good demand at 
28-29 cents nnd lots packed for storage 
at 31-33 cents. Nearby eggs not arriv- 
ing as freely and about 1 cent higher 
at 35-40 cents. 

Tho lower egg prices have been reflec- 
ted In an early kill of poultry, and fresh 
fowl are starting to arrive and prices to 
decline. Fowl are selling hard at 36-42 
cents, chickens scarce at 60-55 cents, and 
frozen birds 35-50 cents as to quality 
and size. Very few live fowl arriving, 
nnd the Jewish holiday is making a 
fairly firm market at 35-38 cents. 

Maple Products 

Tho maple season Is about over so 
far ns quality goods nro concerned, nnd 
while supplies were light they were fully 
sufficient for needs. Top grades of syrup 
nre a little firmer nt $1.75-2.00, with 
poorer dark syrup dragging at $1.50 
down. Sugnr also easier, veny little 
bringing over 28 cents, nnd most of the 
large cakes ranging 20-25 cents with 
tubs selling hard around 15-20 cents. 

Mrs. Emma J. Dunn of Worcester 
was elected department president of 
the Massachusetts Daughters of Vet- 
erans. 

Vernon W. Field, victim of tho East 
Arlington, Vt., tarring and feathering, 
has been released from Bennington, 
Vt. County Jail where ho has been 
confined since Feb. 8 because of fail- 
ure to secure bail in a $20,000 aliena- 
tion suit brought by Harold Blair, an 
East Arlington neighbor. Field, soon 
after the tar-and-featlier episode, 
brought a $20,000 damage suit against 
six East Arlington young men w-ho he 
claimed were the perpetrators. 

M. J. Duryea, secretary of the Ply- 
mouth, Mass, tercentenary committee 
received word from Washington that 
President Harding had accepted the 
invitation to attend the Pilgrim cele- 
bration Aug. 1, and would come with 
Mrs. Harding, Senator Lodge and 
Secretary Weeks. Secretary Denby 
will come If possible. With the ac- 
ceptance of the invitation by the 
President, plans for the celebration 
will now progress rapidly. A big 
parade Is to be one of the features. 

Miss Sarah Louise Arnold, dean em- 
erita of Simmons College, Boston, 
said in an address on "Changing 
Ideals in Education" before a meeting 
of the New England Historic-Genea- 
logical Society that "all of the prin- 
cipal aspects of the educational sys- 
tems of the country are being con- 
stantly challenged." Miss Arnold ex- 
pressed herself as strongly in favor 
of a state university for Massachusetts 
for which a commission will shortly 
be appointed by the Governor to in- 
vestigate the desirability. 

Building contractors of Massachu- 
setts have organized “The Associated 
Contractors of Massachusetts at a 
meeting in Worcester of delegates 
from many cities. The object of the 
association is to improve the building 
industry by co-operation between con- 
tractors in living up to their con- 
tracts in all respects; by working for 
revision of building laws wherever 
necessary to bring about results which 
their experience has taught them are 
the best, by establishing, if possible, 
trade schools for the education of ap- 
prentices in building lines, and by 
fostering collective bargaining with 
their employes along lines that will 
wipe out the rule of unskilled work- 
men and radicals.

A LTHOUGH the modes of this sea- 
son promised to turn over a new 
leaf nnd write thereon, in very large 
letters the word “Simplicity," they ap- 
pear to have lapsed from this good In- 
tention. Fashion has a wayward 
fancy nnd is not faithful to one idea 
for long, we know. Just now em- 
broideries are among the lures she 
follows, and therefore there Is much 
more of It than might have been ex- 
pected after Its long popularity Inst 
season. Suits have come under the 
spell and the new coats Invite and 
receive much rich embellishment. 

Two examples of the embroidery 
mode In suits, ns shown In the Illus- 
tration above, hnve chosen solid em- 
broidery In silk floss, but hnve han- 
dled it in very different ways. The 
handsome model at the left Is one of 
ninny In which slashes about the skirt 
portion of the coat form panels. 
These pnneds npponr to he signals for 
embroidery which hns answered by 
coming to abide with them. Sometimes 
It is merely n border of handmade

I K WE tuny believe what we see iu 
the new displuys, und what we 
bear from centers where fashionubles 
congregate, the vogue of capes In- 
creases und wraps become more and 
more capelike. This Is reflected in 
couts, which grow uiupler and wider. 
An emancipation proclamation has 
gone fortfi, and they ure no longer 
to hang lu at the bottom, hut must 
Insure fuvor by unconflned und flow- 
ing lines. The more cupellke the bet- 
ter. This is the edict now, and It is 
not likely to chunge. 

No better examples of the new mode 
could be selected than those that were 
rliosen for illustration here, for they 
lire smart In style uud entirely prac- 
tical.

Hamlet Not Altogether a Creation of 
the Brain of the Greatest of 
English Writers. 

Hamlet, the hero of Shakespeare’s 
most famous tragedy, Is a personage 
who appears In history, yet Is half 
mythological, but has been trans- 
formed by the genius of the English 
poet Into one of the most dominating 
figures of literature. It Is allowed 
that Shnkespeare’s Hamlet was sug- 
gested by the Hamlet, or Amleth, of 
Saxo Grammaticus. The Intter’s “His- 
tory of Denmark” had been published 
in Paris In 1514. Francois de Belle- 
forest Included the tale of Hamleth 
in his “Tragic Histories" (1570), on 
English translation of which appeared 
in 1008. Shnkespeare's drama was 
written earlier than this lost date and 
must have derived its plot either from 
De T'.elleforest’s work or a translation 
executed before the end of the Six- 
teenth century, unless the poet,, who. 
It is known, was n great reader of 
histories, took the incident direct from 
Saxo Grammaticus.

DIFFERENT BREEDS OF HENS 


leghorns and Minorca* Aro Boot for 
Egg*,, but Ar* Poor Bitter*— Brah- 
mas Bait for Moat 


(Prepared by the United Slates Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Chickens, for convenience, may be 
classified ns egg breed*, meat breeds, 
general-purpose breeds, and fancy or 
ornamental breeds. 

Tlie egg breeds Include tlie smnll or 
medium-sized fowls wlilch are very ac- 
tive, quick to mature, producers of 
white-shelled eggs, usunlly nonsitters 
or at heft but poor sitters, nnd rather 
poor mothers, say poultry specialists 
of the United Stntes Department of 
Agriculture. The varieties of Leghorns 
and Minorcns are good representatives 
of this class. Beenuse they are poor 
sitters some other breed, or at least a 
few other fowls, should be kept If nat- 
ural methods of Incubation nre to be 
employed. On account of their early 
maturity It Is not uncommon for Indi- 
viduals of the egg breeds to begin lay- 
ing nt the age of four nnd one-half 
months. These breeds do not fatten 
as rendlly under ordinary conditions 
ns the larger nnd less active breeds, 
nnd are rather sensitive to low tem- 
perature because of their large combs 
nnd wnttles. 

The inrgest fowls, represented In 
the meat class, are especially suitable 
for the production of large roasters. 
They nre slow nnd somewhnt sluggish 
In movement, have little desire for 
foraging, are easily confined b,v low 
fences, rather slow to mature, persist- 
ent sitters, nnd rather Indifferent lay- 
ers of brown-shelled eggs. Many poul- 
trymen, however, nre getting very fair 
egg yields from them. The Brn limns, 
hnngshnns nnd Cochins may be men- 
tioned ns belonging to this class. 

The general purpose breeds Include 
fowls which are of fair size and which 
will also produce a good quantity of 
brown-shelled eggs, mnklng them es- 
pecially ndapted to the person wish- 
ing n supply of both eggs and meat. 
As one has to make frequent sales of 
flesh In the shnpe of surplus cockerels 
and hens, the curenss ns well as egg 
production should he considered. The 
general-purpose breeds nre usunlly 
good sitters nnd good mothers. They 
have medium-sized combs nnd wattle? 
and endure cold weather well. They

DESTROY STICK-TIGHT FLEAS 

It Is Necessary to Clean and 8pray 
Houses and Runs as Wall as 
Treat the Fowls. 

“Stlck-tlght" fleas breed In the 
cracks and crevices of brood and 
poultry houses; also In dry animal or 
vegetable refuse, but will not breed 
In dnmp or wet places; therefore, to 
get rid of them It Is necessary to clean 
and spray the houses and runs thor- 
oughly as well as treat the birds, say 
poultry specialists of the United 
Btntes Department of Agriculture. 

Grease the comb and wattles of the 
fowls and chicks with a preparation 
of kerosene and lard — one part kero- 
sene to three parts of lard — being 
very enreful not to use too much of 
the mixture or gat any of It In the 
birds’ eyes or on other places where 
It Is not necessary, as it may cause 
Injury if used too freely. 

Clean and spray tlie coops and 
heuses thoroughly the same as for 
poultry mites; also wet or spray the 
yards or runs, especially any dry soil 
about the poultry btkises, such as dirt 
floors or the ground underneath a 
board floor, with a solution of salt 
and water, which helps to keep the 
grouad moist and prevents the fleas 
from breeding. 

PROPER MATING OF TURKEYS 

Fifteen Hen* to On* Vigorous Tom I* 
About Right— Males Will 
Fight Fiercely. 

Fifteen turkey hens can safely bo 
mated to a vigorous tom. If 25 or 30 
bens are kept, two toms should not be 
allowed to run with them at the same 
time, but one should be confined one 
day and the other the next. When two 
toms are allowed to run together dur- 
ing the mating season they fight fierce- 
ly and the stronger doe* practically all 
the mating.

“Bunny Eyes” Is an excellent game 
for a party. A large rabbit’s head 
with eyes spaced the same distance 
apurt as your own eyes, must be pre- 
pared upon paper. Cut out the eye 
openings, hang the head In a doorway, 
and conceal the doorway around It 
with cloth. The game consists In the 
girls posing one at a time behind the 
rabbit’s head, with eyes directly In 
back of the eye openings, while the 
boys stand several feet In front of 
the rabbit's fuce and write upon paper 
the names of the girls to whom they 
think the eyes belong.

(Editorial Correspondence) 

Leaving St. Augustine March 4, the 
tour of the National Editorial Assoeia- 
Con through the State of Florida was 
resumed In two special Pullman truins 
of eight and nine cars. 

Promptly at 12.20 o’clock ihe first 
section of the "editorial special' pulled 
into Gainesville, where the railroad 
runs through the main street as at 
Syracuse. N. Y. It dropped Its passen- 
gers of men, women and children nnd 
moved up to allow room for tho second 
section to come in fifteen minutes 
later. In nil, nearly four hundred 
editors, representing thirty-three states 
of the Union, stepped off the train at 
the Coast Line depot and were Immed- 
iately driven in cars to the’ Unlversary 
of Florida commons. 

The people of the town were gen- 
erous in the loan of their cars and a 
great sufficiency was on hand to take 
the visitors to the university "mess 
hall." Here an excellent Florida din- 
ner was served them. Every dish 
placed on the table contained some 
product of the state of Florida, from 
the Sanford-grown celery, with which 
the meal began,' through the Florida 
ham, yams and peas, on down to the 
Gainesville-made cigars wtah.n came 
at the end.

YOUTH TRISECTS ARC 

18-Year-0ld Massachusetts High 
School Boy Amazes Teachers. 


Hls Work Proves Up Arithmetically 
and Geometric Proof Will Be Work- 
ed With Teachers’ Assistance. 

Lynn, Mass. — Arthur Rogers, a 
senior nt Lynn Clnssic high school, 
eighteen years old, hns solved three 
methods of trisecting nn arc or angle, 
using only n straight edge and coin- 
pnss, professors at tbe school an- 
nounced. The feat of Rogers hns 
never been accomplished except with 
measuring instruments, and those who 
examined the youngster's work could 
find no flaw with It. 

Although he hns proved his work 
arithmetically, no proof hns yet been 
discovered geometrically, and the 
nmtheinntlcs teachers nt the school 
will help Rogers to solve tills. 

Edwin Hondley, teacher, believes 
the key will be found in the Pythn- 
gorns theorem; the square of the 
h.vpotheneuse of n\ right triangle Is 
equal to the sum of the squares on 
the other two sides. In addition to 
trisecting nn arc, Rogers hns gone 
further by proving that he can divide 
tiie arc into any number of equal 
parts. Rogers demonstrated his dis- 
covery nt the weekly meeting of the 
Mathematics club, and Instructor Ar- 
thur Lord, a Phi Delta Kappa man 
nt Dartmouth, could find no error in 
the work. 

Rogers’ method simply and briefly 
outlined ns follows: Starting with 
any arc, draw a chord. Using the 
chord us n diameter, describe a semi- 
circle. Using half the chord ns a 
radius, describe ares from eneli end, 
cutting the semicircle into three equal 
parts. From the center of the circle 
of which the original arc is a sec- 
tor, draw lines cutting the three trl- 
sectors of the second are und the 
original are Is trisected. The whole 
theorem is bused on “dlninlc sym- 
metry.” a comparatively recent discov- 
ery regarding arcs and angles. 

WARN OF VIENNA “WIDOWS” 

Appeals Sent to Strangers In Thl« 
Country Are Found to Be 
Fraudulent. 

New York. — A warning against false 
appeals for charity directed to indi- 
viduals In tills country by “widows” 
In Vienna was sent out by the Na- 
tional Information Bureau, Inc., of 1 
Madison avenue. The burcuu has 
found that some of these pleas were 
Identical In wording nnd .that the 
same pictures of cnincluted' children 
were enclosed. Different addresses 
were given In Vienna, hut It was the 
conclusion of the bureau that the let- 
ters were fraudulent. 

These letters told of finding the ad- 
dress of the “American friend," of the 
pitiful circumstances of the family, 
and concluded with a blessing for an 
expected gift. In concluding its warn- 
ing the bureau said: 

“Through the European Relief 
Council, of which Herbert C. Hoover 
is chairman, food drafts can lie bought 
and sent to needy individuals in Vien- 
na who are known to American giv- 
ers, or tiie council will use Its dis- 
cretion in distributing help to those 
who need it must.”

A blow-out patch, or hoot, la one 
which Is placed either Inside or on the 
outside of a casing to prevent the In- 
ner tube from 'blowing out. If the tire 
carcass has a weak spot It should of 
course be vulcanised If the tire is 
worth It. But If the tire Is so badly 
worn or damaged as not to be worth 
vulcanising, a blow-out pntch may be 
used to strengthen the weak point. 
There are several kinds In gcnernl 
use. 

The "hook on" kind, ns the nntne 
Implies. Is a type tlint hooks on over 
the tire around the rim of the wheel 
and securely reinforces the fractured 
place In the casing. These patches, 
however, make a rather rough-rldlng 
proposition. Every time the 'wheel 
goes around and the pntch comes In 
contact with the ground, a distinct 
Jolt is felt by the occupants of the car. 
A similar hoqt Is also made In the 
“lace or." style — that Is. It can he 
laced on over the bad place In the cas- 
ing by a lace which passes through 
metal eyes In the snme manner that a 
shoe Is laced.

Have your ever had a blowout when 
your car was standing still, after com- 
ing from a drive on a smooth, level 
road? 

Or have you had the experience of 
going out to ydur garage and finding 
a perfectly flat tire? It was all right 
when you drove In the evening before. 
Something had happened to It over 
night. 

Tou removed the tire and tube, found 
the tube worn and a clean break on 
the Inside fabric of the tire. 

What caused the fabric to break? 

It is very probable that It was 
started a week or even a month pr tvl- 
ous, when you ran over a brick, a rut 
or a hole In the street while running 
•t high speed. 

8mall Break at First. 

Then again It may have been caused 
when, In turning around In the street, 
you allowed the front or rear wheels 
of the car to bang Into the curbstone. 
Of course, this la more likely to hap- 
pen If the brakes are not In good work- 
ing order. 

At first the break may he small, but 
the broken threads of the fubrtc at 
the Injury chafe each other while the 
tire Is In use, setting up an Internal 
friction that quickly causes the break 
to enlarge. 

The other piles soon break down, 
the tube Is pinched and a blowout re- 
sults. Generally this occurs some time 
after the original break and when cir- 
cumstances point to no appiyent cause. 

It is unfortunate that the bruise or 
fabric break Is seldom manifested by 
any Indication on the outside of the 
tire, for the tough tread rubber 
streches when the tire strikes the stone 
or curb, but fabric can only stretch a 
certain limit, and .when taxed beyond 
that point will break. Often only the 
Innermost ply la Injured. 

The best way to avoid stone bruises 
Is to avoid hitting the stones, the 
bumps and the ruts in the roads as 
much as possible. 

For Emergency Repairs. 

After a blowout comes, do not run 
the tire a foot farther than is neces- 
sary, but immediately put into a tem- 
porary repair or chnnge tires, and as 
soon as possible take the Injured tire 
to the vulcanlzer for a permanent re- 
pair. 

For an emergency repair on the 
road use a rim-cut patch. It should be 
applied without cement so that It can 
be removed later on under less stress- 
ful conditions, and a permanent vul- 
canized repair made. 

If the tire la too old to be worth 
vulcanizing, a permanent repair can 
bs made that will allow the tire to be 
used many more miles by using the 
rim-cut patch, and cementing It in with 
patching cement 

• "How te Do ths Job." 

To do this follow these directions: 
First be sure that the fabric at the 
break Is dry, then dean the InBlde of 
the tire thoroughly at the break with 
gasoline for a space slightly larger 
than the patch. After It is dry apply 
two coats of patching cement allow- 
ing time for each coat to dry and be- 
come tacky. Give the outside of the 
patch the same number of coats, and 
after this cement is dried Insert the 
patch by seating the toe of the tire 
bead In the crease in the patch wing. 
Now work the patch down all the way 
across the tire, pressing It down firmly 
and smoothly, and then adjust the oth- 
er bead.

the casing, and also from protruding 
through the opening. Some of these 
are made with flaps which are se- 
cured under the rim of the wheel os 
the tire Is applied. Tills is the type 
most generally used. Another kind of 
Inner patch Is one which Is laced on 
or fastened around the tube and pre- 
vents any bulge or contuct with the 
fractured cnslng. The type of boot 
that Is applied on the Inside of the 
tire does not prevent the entrance of 
water and sand, and this soon injures 
the tire further. Strong sections of 
old casings make serviceable blow-out 
patches when the bead is removed and 
the edges are thinned down. 

In times of emergency a towel can 
be pressed Into service as a blow-out 
patch. — Farin' and Fireside.

Spring activities got a setback In 
Jonesport, Me., last week by a fall of 
nearly three inches of snow, some- 
what interfering with baseball prac- 
tice and early gardening. 

Harry J. Orr, 22, charged with 
the murder of his- wife on March 
21, 1920, in New Haven, Conn.;

F. E. Putnam of Lowell, Mass., had 
a concrete sidewalk laid in 1919 and, 
so doing, inadvertently covered a 
peony bulb.

Pres. R. J. Aley of the University of 
Maine announces that the College of 
Law would not be reopened for the 
present. This action by the trusteos 
was made necessary, he said, by the 
failure of the Legislature to provide 
an appropriation to cover the neces- 
sary expenses. The trustees asked 
the Legislature for an appropriation 
of $15,000 for this purpose, but the 
request was not granted.

Week ot April 11-M, 1M1

Fruits and Vegetables 

Cabbage and spinach advanced under 
light receipts, while potatoes and new 
onions were lower and other Important 
lines about steady. Buying demand was 
quiet In practically all lines, showing life 
only for those commodities which were In 
unusually tight supply. 

Good New Tork State Baldwin apples 
were In light supply and advanced slight- 
ly to $5.50-16.00 a barrel. Maine Ben 
Davla from common storage closed 26c 
higher at $3.50-16.25 a barrel. 

New cabbage advanced 76c-$1.00 under 
light supplies. Alabama cabbage closing 
at $t.00 and South Carolina Wakefield 
cabbage at $3.50 per 100 lb orate. Old 
cabbage la practically all gone. 

Native grown dandelions were plentiful 
and unchanged at 76c-$t.OO a bushel. 
Nearby rhubarb was In liberal supply and 
about steady at 10c-14c a pound. Scal- 
lions worn unchanged at 75c-$1.25 a bush- 
el. 

Old crop onions sold slowly at 7Be- 
$1.00 per 100 pounds, while Texas Ber- 
muda onions wore 76e-$1.00 lotfcr at $3.00- 
$2. 12 Vi per bushel crat'e. 

Mississippi peas In 28 # quart hampers 
declined heavily to $2.00. but recovered 
most of this loss by the end of the week, 
closing at $2.76. 

Aroostook County potatoes moved 
downward another 10c to $1.10-$1.25 per' 
100 pound sack. Carlot sales were made' 
the latter half of the week at $1.00 per 
100 pounds bulk delivered Boston, which 
artcr deducting freight amounts to 66c- 
Rflc f. o. b. shipping point. 

Norfolk spinach in fair condition opened 
at $1.00-$1.50 a barrel, advanced to $3.00- 
$400 on Thursday for good stock but re- 
ceded again to $2.60-$3.00. , 

Native grown root vegetables were un- 
changed at the following prices per bush- 
el: beets. $1.26-$1.50; carrots, $1.26-$1.76; 
spring dug parsnips $3.00-$2.50 and tur- 
nips. 76c-$1.00. 

Dairy and Poultry Products 

The local market bos shown still fur- 
ther the general unsettledness prevail- 
ing In foodstuff prices, and all products 
have made further declines In the face 
of a general feeling that prices could have 
been maintained at present levels. Some 
have dropped sharply, others only slight- 
ly. but all have declined. 

Consumption of butter IS evidently be- 
ing nffeeted by the unsettled tabor con- 
ditions and trade has not been as good 
this week. Production has Increased rap- 
idly and while supplies have cleaned up 
so far, dealers expect a severe drop be- 
for.the new season and the least accumu- 
lation forced a sharp break, prices going 
down 4c In the last two days. Fancy 
fresh 50-92 score Is now bringing 45c-47o 
and storage 40c-43c. 

Egg production hns been way ahead of 
previous years and with new low prices 
for grain registered each week, prospects 
of lower egg prices seem In order. Buy- 
ers have held off. and most of the arrivals 
have hnd to be stored for shippers’ ac- 
count. Storage packed eggs have de- 
clined lc-2c down to 28c-31c while tha 
ordinary receipts have sold slow at 25o- 
28c. Nearby eggs have also been accum- 
ulating and are lc-2c lower at 32c-37c. 

Maple Products 

Practically no new receipts of either 
sugar or syrup, but trade has been very 
slow and the majority of dealers have 
found It hard to move wliat they have 
on hand. Top grades are In light supply 
and held slightly firmer, fancy sugar 
reaching 27c in small cakes and syrup 
bringing $1.76-$2.00, but anything except 
the fanciest has had to go at about the 
buyer's price, sugar at 16c-22c and syrup 
at $1.50 down. 


Charles P. Sumner, formerly gen- 
eral agent of the Cunard Line in this 
country and previously of the Sum* 
ner Line from Boston died In New 
York last week. He was widely known 
in maritime circles in both America 
and England for many years. Born 
in Boston, he entered the offices of 
the Warren Company of that city in 
I860 and for 50 years be remained In 
business, having connection with the 
sea. 

A forest fire which started on the 
Charles W. Dunham, the Clarke C. 
Fitts and the C. A. Harris estates, 
Brattleboro, VL, spread across tbe town 
line into Vernon on land owned by 
John E. Gale and the Warren G. Doo- 
little estate. About 200 acres were 
burned over, three-quarters of which 
contained standing timber. Many trees 
were killed and fifty cords of wood 
were burned. Tbe loss ts estimated 
at $10,000 to $15,000. 

A bill providing that the cities and 
towns of Massachusetts may issue 
licenses for the sale of non-intoxi- 
cuiing drinks, containing less than 
one-half of one percent of alcohol, 
was reported unanimously by the 
legislative Committee on Legal Af- 
fairs. lu cities having licensing boards 
the authority would be vested In such 
boards. The fee is to be not more 
thun $5. The question of selling soft 
drinks on Sunday is left to the dis- 
cretion of tbe civic authorities. Nobs 
of the provisions of the bill apply 
to the innholders, common victualers, 
druggists or to tbe sale of soft drinks 
not to be druuk on the premisea 

Ten colleges get $700,000 under the 
will of Edmund C. Converse, New 
York financier, who died at Pasadena, 
Fla.. April 6. leaving public bequests 
amounting to $2,000,000. Amherst 
gets $200,000 for development ot tbs 
Converse Memorial Library and 
$50,000 to establish an E. C. Converse 
scholarship. Bowdoin, Dartmouth, In- 
land, Stanford. Oberlin. Smith. Trin- 
ity, Tuskegee, Wells aud Williams 
each get $50,000 for scbollarship 
funds. Rum ford Historical Society

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CABINET DEEP IN 
> RAILWAY PROBLEM 


PRESIDENT HAS GIVEN MATTER 
EXHAUSTIVE STUDY AND 
WILL OFFER SOLUTION. 

LONG DEBATE MAY FOLLOW 


All Agree That Freight Rate* Are Too 
High, and Railroad Executive* De- 
clare That Wages Alao Must Be Re- 
duced. 

By EDWARD B. CLARK. 

Washington. — At tills time the Presi- 
dent's cabinet Is giving serious consid- 
eration to railroad matters. Transpor- 
tation scgms to loom largo as one of 
the vital problems of the day. 

Recently the President has been con- 
ferring with members of the railway 
labor board. Everybody knows that 
the question of wages Is the one which 
Is being pressed for answer. The rail- 
road managements declare that there 
can be no hope of railroad prosperity 
unless wages In some places shall be 
decreased. The labor men charge that 
the railroads are not being econom- 
ically managed; that money cun be 
saved la many ways, and that there Is 
no necessity today of lowering the 
wage rate. 

It seems to be the feeling In Wash- 
ington that when congress undertakes 
legislation on railroad matters the dis- 
cussion will he long continued, taking 
probably as much time in the house as 
tariff discussion. Unquestionably there 
are men who take part In the present 
controversy who desire government 
ownership. There are also men who, 
while not wanting government owner- 
ship, want government supervision to 
such an extent that it will amount vir- 
tually to government control. Then 
there are men friendly to private own- 
ership who say that If costs can be ad- 
justed, and the railroad managements 
can be given a free hand, prosperity 
will return. 

President Harding has made It evi- 
dent that for a time at least he does 
not Intend to confer with the railway 
executives, hut will limit his discus- 
sions temporarily to the chiefs of the 
various bureaus of the government, 
alter on It Is known thnt the J*resl- 
lent will ask the opinions of the big 
railway men of the country. 

Freight Rates Must Come Down. 

It is virtually admitted here by the 
government ofllclnis who have given 
the mutter consideration tliut the ex- 
isting freight rates cunnot continue. 
It Is charged tliut it is more costly to 
ship farm produce from farming sec- 
tions to the cities of the East than it 
is to ship to foreign ports. 

Of course there is something entirely 
wrong with the whole matter and the 
members of the cabinet, and the Presi- 
dent with them, reulize it. All the cab- 
inet ofllcers intimate that what they 
desire Is to get the whole truth if they 
can. After the truth has been found 
they believe that they can frame some 
kind of u policy for rate adjustment 
that will not cause Injury to general 
business, nor to the people as a whole. 

Congress always bus been afruld of 
the ruilroud question. Politics enters 
into it to an unusual degree. It is said 
thut there were many members of the 
lower house of congress who voted for 
u law a few years ugo In which none 
of them believed, and voted for It be- 
cause they feared thut a certuln part 
of their constituencies, holding the bal- 
ance of power, would defeat them for 
re-election If they had voted In reverse. 

It is rather a hard thing to Intlmutp 
that Borne congressmen are moved by 
their feurs rather than b£ their con- 
victions, but the charge is niude so 
frequently that there seems to be 
something back of it, and when one 
unulyr.es some of the votes In house 
‘ enate with u view to the sections 
e country represented by the vot- 
the charge seems to huve some 
i buck of it. 

Wage Scale the Hardest Problem. 

The biggest question toduy, of course, 
Is thut of the cliuuge in the wugc scale. 
If wuges are reduced u strike Is feared, 
und if they are not reduced the con- 
tinuance of high freight und passenger 
rules is feured, and If some of the rail- 
proud managers tell the truth, bank- 
ruptcy of the railroads is feured. The 
cabinet Is concerned over all these 
questions. 

The President eventually will make 
his recommendations to congress on 
Hits greut railroad subject. He has been 
study iug the thing personally ever 
since be was elected. He has had advice 
from all quarters. He hus read, it Is 
said, all that the ruilroud managers 
have to say, all tliut the shippers huve 
to say, und all thut the wage earners 
huve to say. He hus a barrelful of infor- 
mation und his problem now Is to uver- 
uge the contents of the barrel, make 
allowance for overstatements and uu- 
dcrstuteuuMits, for prejudices und per- 
haps for some actual untruths. Then 
he will uct In the way of recommeudu- 
tion. und of course the hope of the 
business and the lubor world Is that 
he will act In a way to bring peuce, 
and with it prosperity, in the transpor- 
tation world. 

Quick Work for Soldier Relief. 

President Harding's committee into' 
whose hands bus been given the duty 
of speeding up the work of relief for 
the wounded, and sick soldiers of the 
United States, has held its first meet- 
ings. 

It is possible for your correspona- 
eut to give in detail the intentions of 


the committee as they will be set 
down In the report to the President, 
who will frame his recommendations 
to congress thereon. 

The first duty of the committee hss 
been to notify the various officials of 
the war risk Insurance bureau, of the 
vocational training bureau and of the 
public health service that they will be 
expected to answer questions In • 
quick endeavor by the committee to 
get explanations for the partial fail- 
ure of relief work in the past. Amer- 
ican Legion officials from various parts 
of the country also have been sum- 
moned and from them at first hand the 
conditions affecting the sick and the 
wounded ns they exist In the various 
communities of the land are to be de- 
termined. 

It Inis been from the first the In- 
tention of the committee to get the 
salient facts of existing conditions so 
thnt It enn tell congress, through the 
President, specifically how seeming 
wrongs enn he rectified. The com- 
mittees of congress, therefore, will 
have In concrete form the recommen- 
dations of the committee endorsed by 
American Legion oflicinls everywhere, 
and reinforced liy the specific endorse- 
ment of the President of the United 
States, It Is said thnt the American 
Legion oflicinls did not have to urge 
the President to the necessity of quick 
and licnrty action in these euses. 

Consolidation Seems Certain. 

It seems certain thnt all the vnrious 
bureaus of government which have 
been trusted with the work of soldier 
relief will be speedily consolidated' in 
one bureau, and thnt scattering work 
will be a tiling of the past. The new 
organization will be under the direct 
charge of one of the assistant secre- 
taries' of one of tlie great departments 
of government who will give virtually 
Ids entire time to the work. 

It is not believed today that the 
bureau which grows out of the con- 
solidation will be compelled to look 
after the matter of pensions. There 
was an Intimation that pensions, ns 
such, would be placed under the con- 
trol of the new organization, but the 
belief seems to he that such an addi- 
tion to the work would cripple the 
machinery and delay immediate steps 
for relief of conditions as they exist. 

It is not the Intention of the Amer- 
ican Legion to recede from its de- 
mands for permanent hospitals. Mon- 
ey has been appropriated for new hos- 
pitals, and it is the Intention of the 
Legion to stand by its guns In tills 
matter, although there have been at- 
tempts to muke it retreat from its 
position. 

It tuny be considered ns oniy a 
guess, but I think it Is fairly safe to 
say thnt before long the public health 
service will be in full charge of the 
work of rehabilitating the physicully 
disabled. 

White House Door Closes a Bit 

President Hnrdlng has been com- 
pelled to swing the open door of 
the White House nn Inch or two 
toward the closing point. It may not 
be necessary to move it uny farther, 
but If the Influx of visitors maintains 
Its present current the door may go 
within a foot or two of the fust shut 
point. 

A good deal was written In the first 
days of the Harding administration 
concerning the open-door policy. 
Seemingly everybody who came to 
Washington, and everybody was a mul- 
titude, hnd received the information 
that the White House doors were to he 
fastened back. Of course, the open- 
door policy of tlie White House con- 
cerns itself largely with persons who 
want to see the President on business, 
but It also wus intended thnt within 
proper limitations the general public 
would be received In the office budd- 
ing between certain hours. 

Every day in the week, except Sun- 
day, for several weeks President Hurd- 
Ing received multitudes of people be- 
tween the noon hour and the luncheon 
hour. He had a clasp of the linnd nnd 
a “Glad to see you” for many hun- 
dreds of people In the course of a 
week. Within u few days It has been 
found out that this general public 
function has Interfered with the trans- 
action of public business, and so the 
receptions have been restricted to 
three days In a week. 

It would be hard -for a person at a 
distance to get n conception of the 
size of the crowds of sightseers nnd 
hand-shakers plus the office-seekers 
who are now in this city in tlie glad 
April month. Schools all over the 
country have sent delegations of pu- 
pils here to enjoy their spring holiday 
and to learn at first hand how things 
are done in the capital city. 

Egg Rolling Was Great Sight 

There never was a sight in the city 
of Washington of like kind us that 
before '.tie eye in the White House 
grounds on egg-rolling day. Children 
t 1 >Hy have gone to the egg-rolling 
fiesta large numbers, hut inasmuch 
as Uie celebration has not been held 
for some years tbene was a renewed 
desire to take advantage of tlie first 
occasion possible. 

It will lie a month before the White 
House gardeners succeed in getting all 
the egg shells disentangled from the 
grass of the greut White House lawn. 
The children were there literally by 
tlie thousands and the eggs by the 
tens of thousands, becuuse not a child 
appeared who did not have in bis or 
her basket at least u dozen Easter 
eggs, colored with every hue of a sun- 
favored springtide. 

No one was allowed in the White 
House grounds except the children and 
their parents or guardians or other 
attendants. In other words, no one 
could get into the grounds unless he 
had a child of two in tow.

Sprouted Oats Help Materially In Fur- 
nishing Fowls With Needed Green 

Feed. 

thnt the house will always be dry. 
Greed feed is very essentlnl for the 
growing chickens, the Ideal condition 
being to allow them free range on 
good grass land. Alfnlfn makes an 
Ideal range. Where tlie chickens have 
to be confined to small -yards it Is 
very essential to supply green feed 
dally. Freshly cut lawn clippings nnd 
short pieces of any growing grain 
crop, such as oats, wheat or nny quick- 
growing crop, such as rape, make 
splendid green feed. Where those 
growing feeds are not available, 
sprouted oats may be used and will 
help materially. Where a hen Is Jtopt 
with a brood of chickens and the 
chjckens confined to a small covered 
pen, move this coop and pen every two 
or three days to fresh grass and never 
let the grass be killed or eaten down 
where the run Is placed. Provide fresh, 
clean water dally nnd see thnt the re- 
ceptacles are thoroughly cleaned and 
t{ie chickens never without water. The 
water should be kept In the shade In 
as cool a place as possible. Using a 
stone crock for watering fountalip 
‘ will help to keep the water cook 
Where the chickens are confined tP 
yards or have free range, shade 
should be provided. Trees and low 
shrubs make Ideal shade, but if not 
available a com patch or rows of sun- 
flowers will help materially. Where 
no growing crop or trees of any kind 
are available It will pay to put up an 
artificial shade, making a framework 
two or three feet high and covering 
this with the branches of trees, weeds, 
straw or any waste material that win 
furnish shade. 

BUILD UP PROFITABLE FLOCK 

Possible Only by Continuous Selection 
for Health and Vigor to Get 
Egg Producers. 

Only by continuous selection for 
health nad vigor la It possible to build 
up a flock which will produce fertile 
eggs, strong chicks capable of making 
quick growth, and pullets with suffi- 
cient stamina to withstand the strain 
of heavy egg production. Hie appear- 
ance of a bird la not alwaya a sure In- 
dication of Its vigor, but appearance 
and action taken together are a fairly 
reliable guide for picking out vigorous 
birds. 

CAPONIZED TURKEY IS QUIET 

Of Conaldsrablo Advantage In Getting 
Them In Exosllont Condition 
for Marketing. 

Very Uttle has ever been done In the 
way of caponizlng turkeys, but when 
It has been tried the capons were found 
to be much quieter in disposition and 
less likely to range over a wide area 
than the toms, and this character 
should be of considerable advantage 
in getting them In condition for the 
market.

Handicraft for Boys and Girb 
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A BLUEBIRD HOUSE. 

Bluebirds require houses of larger 
proportions than do wrens, and larger 
doorways. * The floor space must be 
at least 8 Inches square, the doorway 
Itt Inches In diameter. Provide these 
essential details, hnng the house at a 
height of nhout 10 feet where It will 
be snfe from unwelcome Intruders. 

In the cross-section of Fig. 2 I have 
lettered each piece required, nnd In

In dlnmeter. bore several small 
holes In side walls C, nnd cul 
out the wood between to make a 1% 
Inch opening. The tops of walls O 
must be hoveled to correspond with 
the pitch of the roof, ns must also the 
top of molding strips D. Rldgo-pleco 
F must be grooved to fit over the roof 
ridge, ns Indlcntcd In Figs. 2 nnd 8. 

In assembling the house, first fasten 
partition B between ends A, then nnll' 
molding strips D to side walls C, nndi 
fasten walls C between ends A. Caro 
must he taken to get the end piece* 
exactly op/losltc, else the entire strucs 
turo will he lopsided.

A PLANT STAND, WINDOW BOX 
AND HANGING BOX. 

One of the best plant stands that 
you can make for molher’s porch, or to 
sell to neighbors, Is a simple frame- 
work built to support a dlshpnn (Fig. 
1). A board 8 Inches wide and 5 feet 
long will furnish ample material. 

Cut uprights A (Fig. 2) 2 Inches 
wide nnd 28 Inches long, cross rails B 
and C 2 Inches wide by a length equal 
to the diameter of the dlshpnn. Cross 
rails B and C most be halved, that is, 
the lower edge of B and the upper 
edge of C, must he notched at the 
center (Fig. 4), with the notches cut 
of the right width and depth to re- 
ceive the remainder of the thickness 
of the pieces (Fig. 3). 

Fasten the cross rails between up- 
rights A with round-head blued Iron 
screws. Mark off the position for each 
rail end upon each upright, also the 
screw-holes.

Better have good brakes on yonr 
car than an englna. If yon bare to 
choose between the two, for the 
brakes are the best form of accident 
Insurance yon can bate. Tbla Indi- 
cates the relative Importance of the 
two car features. You might have 
the highest type of engine with un- 
limited power under the hood, hnt If 
you haven’t also some means of curb- 
ing' your high stepper and tethering It 
at. will you are in for It "Whoa" 
won’t atop It either. Yon might bet- 
ter be driving an untamed broncho of 
the plains. The engine will get you 
there. It is true, hut If there be no 
means of . stopping you may go too 
eternally far. 

The car has two sets of brakes — 
emphasizing the Importance — and oc- 
casionally a car has more. The emer- 
gency or hand brake consists of a 
brake hand operating within a drum 
on each rear wheel, connected by rods 
and levers to the hand lever, which 
has a ratchet and pawl so that It may 
be locked In position. This brake 
primarily Is to hold the car when 
standing and secondarily to use In 
runnldg If the other brake gives way 
or for alternating on long hills. 

Operation of Foot Brake. 

The foot brake, called running or 
service brake, is operated by a pedal, 
with a spring to release It when pres- 
sure on the pedal Is removed, and Is 
connected by other rods and levers to 
brake bands operating on the outside 
of the rear wheel drums, or occasion- 
ally upon a separate drum on the pro- 1 
peller shaft The latter gives greater 
breaking power, because of the rear 
gxle gearing leverage back of the 
brake, and the second drum helps pre- 
vent overheating on long hills. But 
this type brake does put a severe 
strain on the rear axle gears. 

Both brakes should be kept In such 
condition that either will stop the car 
quickly. Do not let one set remain 
ont of order jnst because you know 
the other Is all right. The other 
might go bad Just when needed. 

Brake bands are lined with non- 
burning friction material, usually an 
asbestos fabric, fastened to the steel 
bands by copper rivets, the heads of 
which 8 re counter-sunk deep into the 
lining, to keep the heads from con- 
tact with the drum. If the lining Is 
allowed to wear thin the copper rivet 
heads score the drum Into shallow 
grooves, lessening the braking power. 
Such must he turned true on a lathe 
if they are to be worth much for 
braking purposes. 

Renew Brake Lining^ 

Equally important is the renewal of 
the brake lining before It Is worn thin 
enough to expose the rivets to friction. 
Better have this done at the service 
station. It Is a particular and tedious 
Job. It is possible, however, to get the 
right size linings and proper rivets at 
almost any supply house. Remove the 
brake bands, punch out the old rivets, 
noticing how they were put In, and go 
to It Remember that the rivet heads 
must be countersunk deep Into the 
lining and every rivet set up tight. It 
requires patience but can be done by 
the novice. 

The brake lining Is one place where 
lubrication Is not desirable, but every 
other place on the brake and linkage 
where there Is motion should be lubri- 
cated regularly according to the man- 
ufacturer's lubrication chart, and be 
cleaned likewise. There Is consider- 
able wear to the clevises and pins; 
they may be renewed for a few cents 
and should not be allowed to wear to 
the danger point; besides, worn link- 
age rattles.

Invariably when an automobile has 
broken down In jtho streets or on the 
road, tha owner of a small garage will 
send the drat available car, equipped 
with a piece of rope or tire chain that 
he may have on hand, to the scene 
of the breakdown to tow In the dere- 
lict. The driver of the towlng-car has 
frequently an exciting time, especially 
when It is necessary for him to drag 
the broken-down car through city 
streets with much traffic. When he la 
compelled to make a sudden stop the 
towed car will ofteu run into the rear 
end of the pilot and both cars are 
damaged. 

All this can be avoided If the owner 
of the garage la provided with a 
rigid tow-bar for dragging the disabled 
vehicle through the streets. A rigid 
bar Is by far the best means, as it 
keeps the two cars at a fixed distance 
from each other. Regardless of the 
conditions of the brakes of the dis- 
abled car, It will coma to a stop when 
the towlng-car stops. 

In the accompanying Illustration a 
tow-bar Is shown which can he made 
from a six-foot section of one-inch 
wrought-lron pipe, two short pieces of 
chain, two bolts, and two tire-chain 
snaps. The pipe Is flattened at each

end, and chains and snaps are at- 
tached by bolts through drilled holes 
In the flattened ends. If no Iron pipe 
Is available, a correspondingly heavier 
wooden bar may be used to the ends 
of which the chains and harness hooka 
are attached.— O. A. Luers In Popular 
Science Monthly.

The Jewish 
trade has taken live fowl readily at good 
prices, mostly 38-43c, but at the close In-

MAPLE PRODUCTS 

Practically no change In maple syrup, 
as supplies have not been heavy and the 
fancy goods have sold readily at 91.76- 

2.00. but old syrup has continued to drag 
at buyers' price. Fancy sugar has also 
sold but receivers have had to cut the 
dark and poor goods if It was to be 
moved, prices on this ranging 20c down, 
while the small cakes have continued to 
bring 25 -28c.

BACK-YARD FOWLS WILL PAY 


Hat Many Advantages That Ap 
peal to Home Builder. 


H Louis Woman Writes Department 
of Agriculture of Her 8uceeae 
With Hen Fleck. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture.) 

During the war mid since the United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
encouraged the keeping of a poultry 
Dock In the city hack-yard as one of 
/he heat means of cutting the high 
coat of living. 

When proper care has been given 
the flock the results in most Instances 
have been very gratifying. A woman 
living In St. Louis recently wrote the 
department concerning the success titul 
attended the efforts. 

"I hear people say hen's don’t pay, 
but surely they cannot have kept ac- 
counts ami records. I have had a small 
Hock of 24 hens In my city bnck-yurd 
since the government urged us to get 
Into the guine three years ago. The 
following ate the results for the year 
ending October 31, 1020: My entire 
feed bill, the grain being bought at 
retail, amounted to $00.74. 

“My entire egg production was 3,003 
eggs, or 300U dozens, the retail mar- 
ket value of which, taken from month 
to month, wns $180.30. Deducting 
$00.74 from the above $180.30 leaves 
me a net profit of $122.50 for my 
work and Investment. 

“We used all the newly laid eggs 
we wished for our own table and the 
balance went to our neighbors, who 
are more than anxious to get them 
even at top store prices. The last 12 
montha, when feed was unusually 
high, the cost of egg production aver- 
aged 22^4 cents per dozen, and the 
lowest market price for eggs was in 
Mny und June, when they sold for 5U 
cents per dozen. 

“I will add that all our hens are 
leg-banded and trap-nested. The hea 
house Is eight feet square and the 
hens are confined all the yenr round 
to a run eight feet wide and 50 feet 
long. Starting in August I begin 
culling and killing the older ones and 
the poorest layers which have a rec-

It is now possible to buy at some 
shops near the central markets joints 
of foxes and polecats, and by way of 
variety the flesh of squirrels and 
badgers is offered.

HOW TO BREAK BROODY HENS 


Conflna Them In Small Coop, Raised 
Off Ground, Preferably With a 
Slatted Bottom. 

When hens become broody they 
Miould be “broken up” as quickly as 
possible. The sooner this Is done, the 
sooner they will resume laying. To 
break a hen of broodiness, she should 
be confined to a small coop rulsed off 
the ground, preferably with a slat bot- 
tom. Give her plenty of water to 
drink; she may be fed or not, as de- 
sired. Not much difference will be 
found 1* the time required to break 
her of broodiness, whether she is fed 
or made to fast, say poultry special- 
ist* of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

Usually from three to alx days’ con- 
finement will break her, but some hens 
require ten to twelve days. The broody 
hen will be recognised by her inclina- 
tion to stay ou the nest at night, the 
nulling of her feathera and her picking 
at anyone who approaches her, aud by 
the clucking uoise she makes. The fact 
that her broodluess has been “broken 
up” can be recognized by the disap- 
pearance of these symptoms. 
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A new record for brilliant scholar- 
ship has been established at the Uni- 
versity of Columbia by Miss Esther 
Lee Gould. Although only twenty 
years of age, Miss Gould Is to receive 
tiie degree of doctor of philosophy, af- 
ter only one year of preparatory work;

AVOID ROUP-INFECTED EGGS 


Select Eggs From Flock Which Ha* 
Not Been Infected Wherever It 
la Poeeiblo. 

It le not advisable to set eggs from a 
flock that has been Infected with roup. 
If at ell possible, by all means select 
hatching eggs from another dock which 
hea pot been go Infected or from hen* 
which have never had the dlevaaa.

RUSTIC BIRD HOUSES. 

The bird cabin In FIs- I Hi a box 
foundation. The box will make a 
strong structure and water-tight walla, 
whereas a great deal of chinking and 
rechlnklng of the spaced between the 
logs would be necessary If the bos 
were not used. 

A starch box may be used for the 
cabin's base. Cut the gable ends to 



lap and project about an Inch. Fig. 3 
shows how to notch the aides of each 
log at the points of crossing, so the 
ends will Interlock. At the doorway 
fill In a thin piece of wood bont to ex- 1 
tend around the opening for Jambs to 
butt the short logs against, and tack 
through this frame Into the short-log 
ends. 

Cover tho roof with pieces of bark 
and fasten a branch along the peak for 
a ridgepole. The bird cabin should 
have a rustic post support, as la sug- 
gested In Fig. 1. 

A log about two feet In length la re- 
quired for tho house In Fig. 4. A cav- 
ity must bo hollowed out in this of the 1 
form of a woodpecker's hole. Figs. 5 
and 6 show how to do this by sawing 
tho log In half lengthwise, then goug- 
ing ono-half of tho hole out of each 
half.

Set tho 
base holes an inch In from the corners 
and the roof holes two inches In from 
the corners. With the posts driven 
into their holes, cut short pieces of 
branches, notch their ends and pile 
them up log-cabin fashion to inclose 
the walls. You will notice that tho 
logs of each tier are shorter than 
those of the tier beneath.
